This  fall  36  young  men  and  women  left  for  overseas-3  service,  and  33 
began  work  as  US-2’s,  one  being  Brenda  L.  Moorman  of  Westwego,  La.,  who  was  ap- 
pointed to  Bidwell-Riverside  Center.  Miss  Lillian  Nelle  Coulter,  604  South  Second 
St.,  West  Monroe,  La.,  was  accepted  as  a candidate  for  Deaconess  Service.  All  con- 
ference officers,  including  the  chairman  on  nominations,  will  attend  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman’s  Society  May  5-7,  1967  at  Mt  Sequoyah  for  leadership  training  There  will 
again  be  a Youth  and  a College  Student  Section  at  the  South  Central  Jurisdictional 
Missionary  Conference  at  Mt  Sequoyah  July  31-August  3,  1967.

Twenty-six  societies  were  represented  at  the  Workshop,  which  was  outstanding.  At- 
tendance at  the  Fall  Zone  Meetings  has  been  encouraging.  The  delegate  to  the  As- 
sembly has  made  good  reports.  “A  Day  on  Campus”  at  Northwestern.  State  College 
has  been  planned  for  November  2. 

BATON  ROUGl;  Mrs.  Ratliff,  president,  reported  56  societies  with  a total  member- 
ship of  2119,  and  14  Guild  units  with  a total  membership  of  262,  making  a grand  total 
-of  2381.  The  zones  were  combiaed  for  two  meetings,  with  attendance  of  123,  repre- 
sentMig  33  ■societies.  Each  local  society  has  been  asked  to  have  “A  Day  Apart” 
instead  of  having  a District  Day  Apart.  We  had  a good  Annual  District  Meeting  with 
Mrs.  ‘Laskey  as  our  speaker  and  Mrs.  McGowaa  as  our  guest.  The  District  Committee 
on  Mission  Study  is  planning  two  Mission  Study  Conferences  to  be  held  October  26 
and  27. 

LAFAYETTi:  Mrs.  Thomas,  president,  reported  failure  to  meet  pledge  to  missions  by 
$1476.51,  and  failure  to  reach  the  desired  increase  in  membership,  however,  there  was 
an  increase  from  27  to  52  in  attendance  at  the  Confereoce  Annual  Meeting  in  March. 
The  District  Annual  Meeting,  which  was  well  attended,  stressed  recruitment  through 
a panel  discussion  by  three  U.S.2’s  currently  at  work  in  Woman’s  Division  projects  in 
Lafayette  District.  Officer  Training  in  Zones  in  the  spring  met  with  a new  enthusi- 
asm. The  district  delegate  to  Assembly  has  shared  and  will  continue  to  share  the 
the  challenge  of  this  meeting  with  other  societies  and  with  the  church.  Three  District 
Meetings  (combination  workshop  and  zone  meeting)  were  held  in  the  fall  with  a total 
attendance  of  170.  Only  three  societies  were  not  represented.  Plans  are  made  for 
Spring  Zone  Meetings  to  be  “A  Day  Apart”,  and  Officer  Training  to  be  conducted  in 
the  local  societies  by  teams  of  two  officers.  Work  is  being  done  with  the  District 
Committee  of  the  Church  on  planning  the  churchwide  Mission  Study  Conferences 
which  are  to  be  held  November  15  and  17. 

LAKE  CHARLES:  Mrs.  Compton,  president,  reported  30  Womai’s  Societies,  with  a 
membership  of  1372,  13  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  a membership  of  239,  and  1 dis- 
trict member;  making  a total  of  1614.  Local  Officer’s  Training  in  four  areas  was  held 
by  District  Officers  with  148  members  attending,  representing  25  societies.  Only  18 
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members  attended  Conference  School  of  Christian  Missions  this  year.  The  District 
Missionary  Secretary  helped  plan  and  participated  in  our  District  Mission  Study  Con- 
ference, where  studies  were  presented  and  some  techniques  were  used  that  proved 
helpful  to  the  92  members  in  attendance.

MONROi:  Mrs.  Wioeinger,  president,  reported  Officer  Training  was  held  in  the  Spring 
Zone  Meetings.  Cooperation  in  joint  planning  on  Mission  Studies  was  sought  unsuc- 
cessfally.  165  registered  for  Fall  Workshops,  where  there  was  good  interest  and  lit- 
erature sales.  There  is  some  growth  in  membership,  such  as  a new  circle  with  eleven 
members.  The  president  is  working  with  the  Guild  on  District  Committees  and  Coach- 
ing Conferences.  A seif-study  was  held  in  zones  and  information  on  Committee  on 
Nominations,  Mission  Studies,  and  report  on  Assembly  was  also  given.  Much  more  was 
paid  OH  pledge  than  last  year,  but  the  goal  was  still  unmet, 

NEW  ORLEANS:  Mrs.  Cothem,  president,  reported  141,  representing  18  societies, 
attended  the  District  Annual  Meeting.  Mrs.  Dameron  was  the  guest  speaker.  Thirteen 
attended  District  Officers  Training.  Local  Officers  Training  Day  was  attended  by  186, 
representing  25  Societies.  Three  attended  the  Seventh  Assembly  in  Portland  and  have 
report:ed  to  many  groups.  Twenty-eight  women,  representing  15  societies,  attended  the 
School  of  Christian  Missions.  One  attended  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Se- 
quoyah. A Fall  Workshop  was  attended  by  190  (including  10  ministers)  from  thirty 
churches.  Three  ministers  participated  and  the  district  missionary  secretary  and  sec- 
retary of  Missionary  Education  were  gj.ven  time  to  present  joint  planning  for  Church 
Wide  Studies.  They  also  promoted  the  District  Mission  Study  Conference  which  was 
attended  by  100;  forty  were  representatives  of  our  Woman’s  Society.

Membership  in  the  societies  is  144S 
aid  2®  in  the  Guilds,  making  a total  of  1676.  One  jurisdiction  officer,  2 conference 
officers,  and  8 district  officers  attended  the  School  of  Christian  Missions.  Only  12  of 
38  societies  were  represented,  with  31  persons  participating  full-time,  although  a 
number  attended  some  of  the  sessions.

CAMPUS  MINISTRY:  Mrs.  Bingham  reported  she  was  unable  to  attend  the  Regional 
School  of  Christian  Mission,  but  the  vacancy  was  ably  filled  by  Mrs.  Charles  Palmer, 
Alexandria  District  Secretary,  who  later  helped  in  the  officers’  responsibility  group 
at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission,  Centenary  College.  This  was  attended  by  two  dis- 
trict secretaries  and  four  local  secretaries.  Rev.  Robert  Ed  Taylor,  of  Centenary, 
lead  a discussion  on  the  “University  World”.  Each  local  church  is  urged  to  try  to  en- 
gage in  dialogue  with  the  young  adults  of  their  church  in  order  that  the  channels  of 
communication  between  generations  be  opened.  Local  secretaries  are  asked  to  attend 
a Convocation  on  the  Campus  Ministry  to  be  held  at  L.S.U.  in  Baton  Rouge  on  No- 
vember 25-26.  The  purpose  is  to  engage  church  leaders,  both  lay  and  ministerial,  in 
dialogue  concerning  the  nature,  methods,  and  needs  of  our  campus  ministry  in  Loui- 
siana. Another  area  of  work  being  stressed  is  “The  Day  on  Campus”.

MEMBERSHIP  CULTIVATION:  Mrs.  Clayton  reported  that  the  decline  in  membership 
is  of  grave  concern,  but  feels  that  the  outreach  of  the  church  women  is  greater  than 
ever.  More  societies  are  reporting  areas  of  service  outside  the  local  church.  Several 
District  Secretaries  attended  the  Officers’  Responsibility  Group  at  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission  where  a healthy  enthusiasm  and  exchange  of  ideas  prevailed.  Each 
was  given  notes  from  the  “101  Ways  to  Get  New  Members”  sent  from  the  jurisdiction 
officer.  Local  secretaries  have  been  urged  to  send  in  some  kind  of  a report  to  the 
district  officers  and  they,  in  turn,  have  been  urged  to  send  them  on  to  the  conference 
secretary. 

PROGRAM  MATERIALS:  Mrs.  Reich  reported  sales  at  the  Book  Room  during  the 
School  of  Christian  Mission  amounted  to  $1175.00.  In  addition  to  literature  from  Serv- 
ice Center,  a small  amount  of  Wright  Studio  accessories  and  material  from  other  pub- 
lishers was  handled.  Approximately  7000  pieces  of  free  literature  were  distributed. 
These  had  been  obtained  from  Service  Center,  the  government,  and  other  agencies 
relative  to  the  current  studies.  It  was  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Book  Room  was  used 
quite  extensively  for  browsing  as  well  as  buying.  A project  was  presented  jointly  to 
the  secretaries  of  Membership  Cultivation,  Program  Materials,  and  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild,  which  was  approved  by  all  groups.  This  was  the  publication  of  a packet 
for  new  members,  containing  membership  information.  Guild  information,  and  descrip- 
tion of  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  which  would  be  sold  for  5<f  by  the 
secretary  of  program  materials  for  use  in  membership  cultivation.  Plans  are  being 
made  to  have  these  available  for  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Lake  Charles.  Attention  is 
called  to  the  filmstrip  and  recording  from  the  7th  Assembly  and  the  new  8th  edition 
of  Audio  Visual  Resources  guide  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  which  should 
be  invaluable  in  program  planning. 

MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL:  Mrs.  Oldham  reported  that  some  printed  material  is  now 
available  for  the  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel.  Some  packets  have  been  com- 
pleted containing  this  material,  evaluation  Reports,  and  a letter  from  the  Conference 
Secretary. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  CULTIVATION:  Mrs.  Howe  urged  use  of  the  wealth  of  worship 
materials  available  and  stressed  the  importance  of  beginning  with  the  cultivation  of 
our  own  spiritual  lives. 

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD:  Miss  Evans  was  unable  to  be  present,  but  sent  her  re- 
port, which  was  read  by  the  secretary.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  was  represented  at  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  June  17-19  by 
seven  members,  including  the  Conference  Secretary.  Mrs.  McGowan,  president  of  the 
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Louisiana  Conference  Womea’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  was  present  and  was 
elected  member-at-iarge  froas  the  Womaa’s  Society  to  the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Commit- 
tee. Five  attended  the  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  lissien  at  Soatkem  Meth- 
odist University,  Dallas.  Ten  attended  the  Louisiana  Conference  School  of  Christian 
Mission  at  CeateRary  College.  The  Aanual  Guild  Weekend  at  Centenary  College  was 
interesting,  informative,  and  meaningful.  The  theme  message  delivered  by  Dt.  D.  L. 
Dykes  on  Saturday  morning  set  the  tone  for  the  weekend,  creating  a renewed  aware- 
ness of  the  responsibility  is  the  world  of  Christian  women.  Miss  Langford  offered  an 
EliMbeth  Langford  Award  to  the  district  organizing  the  most  Guild  units  during  this 
year.  The  Guild  pledge  to  missioBS  for  1966-67  is  $24,974.00.  For  the  first  quarter 
we  paid  $4,429.83  toward  our  pledge,  which  includes  special  giving. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  work  in  its  many  varied  forms  is  being  carried  on 
by  the  8 district  secretaries,  Mrs.  Gardner  reported.  In  officers’  training,  the  impor- 
tance of  committees,  their  functions,  and  area  of  responsibility  were  stressed.  The 
Conference  has  five  committees  and  the  chairmen  and  members  have  worked  very 
eKectively  in  their  particular  area.  This  emphasis  was  carried  further  in  the  officer 
responsibility  group  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission:  Mrs.  Kirkpatrick,  chairman  of 
Social,  Welfare  Issnes,  lifted  'ap  the  interest  in  Mental  Health,  by  having  Mrs.  George 
Pearce,  speech  therapist  and  officer  in  the  Mental  Health  Association,  speak  to  the 
ffoup.  Mrs.  R.  W.  Harkess,  chairman  U.N.  Activities  and  Educational  Progriim,  effec- 
tively promoted  UNICEF  and  other  specialized  programs  of  the  U.N.;  Mrs.  Chris  Hall, 
member  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  lifted  up  the  importance  of  women  attending 
court  sessions  and  serving  on  juries,  suggesting  that  several  women  get  together  and 
visit  the  courts  asd  then  spend  time  evaluating  the  knowledge  gained  from  the  visit; 
Mrs.  Edward  McDevitt,  chairmai  of  “The  Methodist  Church  and  Race”,  reminded  the 
Officer  Responsibility  Group  of  the  Special  Interest  Group  on  ‘“The  Inclusive 
Church”,  and  urged  everyone  to  attend.  Each  district  secretary  received  a packet  of 
materials  on  the  Study  of  Afflnence  and  Poverty-Dilemma  for  Christians,  Study  on 
Red  Oiina,  and  otfeei  pertinent  subjects  prepared  by  the  Bepartmeiit  of  Christian  So- 
cial Relations,  The  Conference  Secretary  and  six  District  Secretaries  have  joined  the 
Public  Affairs  Research  Council  of  Louisiana,  which  is  a non-partisan  organization 
whose  purpose  is  to  help  people  know  more  about  their  state  government. 

MISSIONARY  iDUCATION  AND  SERVICE:  Mrs.  Dean  had  a very  impressive  display 
of  missionaries  who  are  from  Louisiana  or  are  being  supported  by  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference, and  reported  that  Church-wide  studies,  with  men  and  women  cooperating  io 
joint  training  and  planning  on  all  levels,  are  being  encouraged  as  a means  of  involv- 
ing more  people  in  education  for  missions.  The  Woman’s  Society  assumes  its  share  of 
the  responsibility  for  joint  study.  It  coneiates  its  own  study  program  with  that  of  the 
dnwch,  the  Committee  on  Program  Planning  alternate  study  opportunities  to  reach 
more  women  and  supplement  church-wide  study  and  action.  Two  copies  of  the  film- 
itfip,  H@w  Thing*  Hide  Pesple,  have  been  placed  in  the  film  library  at  the  Area 
Council  Office.  A directory  of  National  and  World  Division  workers  related  to  our 
Confeence,  and  a Birthday  Calendar  were  mailed  to  each  local  society,  Conference, 
District,  and  other  officers.  Special  assignments  for  “keeping  in  touch”  were  made 
each  society,  and  the  district  officers  responsible  for  home  institutions.  Your  secre- 
tary agsumei  responsibility  for  all  these  workers.  As  a conference,  we  have  been 
assigned  25  missionaries.  We  are  related  to  13  deaconesses.  Of  the  eight  in  our  con- 
ference, two  ate  new  - Miss  Margaret  M.  Field,  a registered  nurse  serving  as  Nurse 
Supervisor  at  the  Methodist  Home  Hospital,  and  Miss  Edna  Ridley,  teacher  and 
housemother  at  Sager-Brown.  We  are  related  to  8 U.S.2’s,  three  from  Louisiana  at 
work  in  other  conferences.  Miss  Brenda  L.  Moorman  being  new.  We  welcome  three 
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other  new  U.S.2’s,  Diane  Haney  and  Linda  L.  Veal  to  Sager-Brown  School,  and  Patri- 
cia A.  Smith  to  Dulac  Community  Center.  We  are  related  to  three  Home  Missionaries, 
26  Contract  Workers,  40  Employed  Workers  and  eleven  retired  persons,  making  a total 
of  126.

COMMITTEE  RECESSED  for  dinner  which  was  served  by  the  women  of  the  Homer 
Society.  Entertainment  by  the  Children’s  Choir  was  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  all. 
The  meeting  reconvened  at  7:30  p.m. 

MISSIONARY  CONFERENCE  AT  MT.  SEQUOYAH  was  attended  by  Mrs.  Dean,  who 
reported  that  the  meeting  was  well  balanced  in  content.  It  began  at  Vesper  Point  in 
the  early  morning  as  Bishop  Copeland  challenged  them  with  his  messages.  Dr.  T.  E. 
Floyd  Honey,  from  Canada,  who  is  working  with  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  led 
the  sessions  on  "Affluence  and  Poverty:  Dilemma  for  Christians’’.  In  the  Workshop, 
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most  sessions  were  made  up  of  Conference  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  and  Conference  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Service,  which  proved  to  be  an  in- 
teresting Pioneering  venture.  Miss  Theressa  Hoover,  now  of  the  resource  persons 
from  New  York,  spoke  largely  about  the  riew  Committees  on  Mission  Studies  (Confer- 
ence-wise). Dr.  Harry  Haines,  Director  of  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief 
(MCOR)  spoke  at  the  Bible  Hour,  the  lectures  entitled,  “The  Biblical  Basis  for 
Missions  and  Service”. 

BUSINESS  GIRLS'  INN  is  entering  the  fortieth  year  of  existence  as  a Methodist  resi- 
dence. Mrs.  McGowan  presented  Mrs.  Maxine  Watkins,  director  of  the  Inn,  who  ex- 
plained its  purpose  is  to  provide  inexpensive  housing  with  a home  atmosphere  and 
help  the  girls  grow  in  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  God.  She  announced  there 
would  be  a Founders  Day  celebration  on  January  28  and  29.  She  reported  changes  ate 
taking  place  today  — girls  are  leaving  home  at  an  earlier  age,  sometimes  defiantly 
and  perhaps  having  a feeling  of  being  second-rate  citizens.  There  is  a growing  need 
for  more  public  residences  and  we  would  like  to  have  more  of  our  own  girls.  What  can 
you  do  in  the  Conference?  Perhaps  a Public  Relations  Committee  to  spread  the  word 
that  we  need  girls  to  work  with  the  Inn  and  develop  “Every  Day  Living”  into  “Liv- 
ing Every  Day”.  Mrs.  Kirkpatrick  is  on  the  Board  and  is  making  a film  story  of  the 
Inn.  Mrs.  Gardner  has  also  been  working  with  the  Inn.  Several  questions  were  asked 
and  answered,  bringing  out  information  such  as:  The  fees  are  $16.00  per  week  which 
covers  room  and  meals,  linens,  and  maid  service  once  a week.  The  girls  are  en- 
couraged to  make  decisions  about  rules.  There  are  50  girls  in  residence,  ranging  in 
age  from  17  to  23.  Residence  is  limited  to  three  years,  and  girls  must  apply  for  a 
place  in  the  home.

The  Special  Interest  Groups  were:  The  Work  of  the  Committee 
on  Nominations,  The  Inclusive  Church,  Joint  Planning  for  Study,  and  Financial  Pol- 
icies and  Procedures. 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  ■ 1967.  Mrs.  Clayton  reported  that  the  date  for  this 
year’s  School  of  Mission  is  July  17-21,  1967.  Miss  Tyler  will  be  registrar,  Mrs.  Gard- 
ner will  be  in  charge  of  arrangements,  and  Mrs.  Dean  will  be  chairman  of  audio- 
visuals. All  served  in  these  capacities  last  year.  The  studies  and  instructors  will 
be:  “Christ  and  Faiths  of  Men”,  Mrs.  Dameron  and  Mrs.  H.  M.  Russell;  “Japan”, 
Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar  and  Mrs.  W.  B.  Landrum;  “Ecumenicity”,  Dr.  W.  E.  Trice  (pending); 
“Man  and  Community”,  Mrs.  Dean  Isaacs. 

YOUTH  MISSION  TOUR  left  from  Baton  Rouge  on  July  18  for  the  twelve-day  tour 
which  traveled  through  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Mis- 
souri, Arkansas,  and  back  to  Louisiana.  Mrs.  Oldham  reported  that  she  and  Mr.  Old- 
ham were  directors  of  the  tour  which  included  36  young  people,  from  33  different 
churches,  and  four  adults.  This  year  they  would  like  to  try  having  the  tour  from  June 
5 to  16,  and,  if  favorable,  establish  that  date  in  1968.  Plans  have  been  made  for 
clearance  of  this  date  with  the  Area  Council  when  approved.

4.  That  in  the  event  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  sends  a representative  to 
participate  in  the  Inner  Board  Training  Process  for  Inner  City  Ministry,  that 
the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  allow  ao  amount  up  to  $100.00  toward  the 
expense  of  the  representative. 

5.  That  we  allow  up  to  $450.00  for  District  Officer  Training  in  1967, 

6.  That  $150.00  be  allowed  for  the  Conference  Self-Study  which  will  be  held  for 
Conference  Officers  and  Secretaries  and  the  four  persons  from  each  district 
who  will  be  resjsonsibie  for  a similar  program  in  the  districts. 

7.  That  an  amount  up  to  $50.00  be  allowed  for  the  printing  of  a cover  and  other 
material  for  a membership  packet  and  that  the  packet  be  sold  to  local  and 
district  societies  and  guilds  for  membership  cultivation, 

8.  That  $25  each  be  allowed  for  up  to  four  student  delegates  who  attend  the 
Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  July  30  to  August  3,  1967, 

9.  That  $400  from  the  Recruitment  Fond  be  used  to  help  finance  the  1967  Youth 
Tour  for  Missions. 

10.  That  the  expense  of  two  cars  from  each  district  to  the  Conference  School  of 
Missions  be  paid  by  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

11.  That  a gift  of  $500  be  made  to  Business  Girls  Inn. 

COMMSTTEi  OH  NOMiNATlONS.  Mrs.  Watson,  chairman,  reported  the  following  offi- 
cers, elerted  in  March  1966,  will  serve  for  four  years:  President,  Mrs,  C,  B,  Mc- 
Gowan; Secretary-  for  Campus  Ministry,  Mrs.  R.  M.  Bingham;  Secretory  ef  Mi ssionory 
Personnel,  Mrs.  John  Oldham;  Secretary  of  Pregratn  Materials,  Mrs,  Robert  S.  Reich; 
Secretary  of  Spirituol  Life  Cultivation,  Mrs.  John  L.  Howe,  Jr.;  Secretary  of  Supply 
Work,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Aycock.  Mrs.  Watson  asked  for  recommendations  for  the  following 
officers  and  secretaries  who  are  to  be  elected  in  1968  to  serve  for  four  years:  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretory,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Rdetions,  Secretary  of 
Membership  Cultivotion,  Secretary  of  Missienoiy  Edocatien  ond  Service,  and  Treas- 
urer. 

PLACE  OF  MiiTIHG:  Mrs.  Aycock  discussed  the  churches  who  had  been  host  to  the 
Mid-year  Executive  Committee  and  to  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  asked  for  suggestions 
for  the  1968  Annual  Meeting. 

Mrs.  McGowan  asked  that  we  especially  remember  the  following  in  our  prayers: 
the  family  of  Mrs.  M.  M.  Vineyard,  president  of  the  Ponchatoula  Society,  who  v/as 
killed  in  an  accident;  Mrs.  Overby,  who  is  recuperating  s.lowly  from  injuries  received 
in  an  accident, ‘“Mr.  Ratliff,  who  has  had  to  return  to  the  hospital. 

The  evening  session  was  closed  with  a prayer  by  Mrs  Dameron, 

WiDNiSDAY,  October  12,  1966,  Morning  Session  was  convened  at  8:45. 
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MiDITATION  was  given  by  Mrs.  Howe  with  the  statement  “This  is  the  Day”. 
She  suggested  many  types  of  days  this  might  be  and  many  decisions  we  might  make 
regarding  it.  She  stated  we  must  ask  the  Lord  to  be  with  us  this  day  when  we  decide 
what  we  will  be  or  do.  ‘‘Choose  ye  this  day  whom  you  will  serve”.  “This  is  the  day 
the  Lord  has  made,  Let  us  rejoice  and  be  glad”. 

BUSINESS 

Mrs.  Reich  asked  if  the  Executive  Committee  wishes  to  have  a “Quiet  Time” 
preceding  the  sessions  at  Annual  Meeting.  The  body  was  unanimous  in  wanting  this 
again  this  year.  Mrs.  Howe  will  make  plans  for  this  part  of  our  program. 

A sectional  map  of  Lake  Charles  and  a list  of  accommodations  were  passed  out. 

It  was  announced  that  President  Johnson  has  named  October  19  as  a of 
Prayer  for  the  peace  of  the  world. 

Mrs.  McGowan  referred  Standing  Rule  No.  26  of  the  25th  Annual  Report  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  to  study  and  bring  in  a recommendation. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  committee  to  study  the  files  of  the  treas- 
urer for  deletion  and  conservation;  Mrs.  Gallaher,  chairman;  Mesdames  Clayton, 
Dameron,  and  McSween. 

The  President  stated  that  Centenary  College  was  asked  about  their  policy  re- 
garding members  of  the  Central  Jurisdiction  attending  our  School  of  Missions.  She 
read  a letter  in  reply  from  President  Wilkes  stating  that  it  was  their  responsibility  to 
accommodate  the  conference  and  they  would  take  care  of  the  invited  guests. 

Mrs.  McGowan  reported  that  she  and  Mrs.  Reich  had  conferred  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Society  at  Lake  Charles  in  planning  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  had  asked  if  they  would  object  to  having  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Central  Jurisdiction  Society  attend  our  Annual  Meeting.  Mrs. 
McGowan  said  “They  assured  us  that  they  would  be  welcome,  and  1 am  therefore  pro- 
posing that  we  invite  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference Central  Jurisdiction  to  attend  our  Annual  Meeting  in  Lake  Charles  in  March. 
A vote  on  this  proposal  will  be  taken  this  afternoon”. 

SELF  STUDY:  Having  had  our  first  “Self-Study”,  Mrs.  Howe  asked,  “Have  there 
been  changes?  If  so,  why?  or  why  not?  The  Conference  is  now  requested  to  have  a 
second  ‘Self-Study’  and  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  ‘choose  a day’.”  Mrs.  McGowan 
was  authorized  to  contact  Bunkie  or  Trinity  Church  in  Alexandria,  in  the  event  Pine- 
ville  is  unable  to  have  it.  Mrs.  Tigner  moved  that  we  have  a two-day  meeting  with 
“Self-Study”  and  “Officer  Training”.  Motion  carried.  Mrs.  Mouton  moved  that  we 
have  the  two-day  study  on  April  18  and  19,  or  19  and  20.  Motion  carried. 

Session  recessed  for  a coffee  break,  courtesy  Woman’s  Society,  Homer  First 
Methodist  Church,  Mrs.  Don  Moore,  president. 

CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES;  Mrs.  Howe,  editor,  reported  that  the  yearly  subscrip- 
tion will  run  from  June  1 to  May  31,  for  $1.00,  which  should  be  handled  by  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  by  April  15,  who  shall,  in  turn,  transfer  all  money  (except  $200  for 
promotional  expense)  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  by  September  1.  There  shall  be 
four  (4)  issues  per  year.  The  fall  (September)  issue  to  cover  the  Guild  Weekend  and 
other  extra  information.  The  January  issue  will  promote  the  Annual  Meeting  of  both 
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Guild  and  Society  (Material  to  be  in  by  November  15).  The  spring  issue  to  promote 
the  School  of  Christian  Mission  and  Guild  weekend.  The  summer  to  be  promotional  in 
content,  cover  officers’  duties,  and  the  sludies.  Term  of  office  for  editor,  assistant 
editors  (Guild  and  Society)  and  business  manager  shall  be  for  a four-year  term.  Per- 
sons for  the  office  to  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  subject  to  approval 
of  both  organizations.  Instruction  sheets  on  writing  space  were  passed  out  to  facil- 
itate editing. 

Mrs.  Gardner,  business  manager,  reported  that  she  received  from  the  “Guild  Times” 
$406.03  which  she  deposited  in  the  Commercial  National  Bank,  Shreveport,  La.,  on 
February  1,  1966.  Mrs.  Howe,  editor,  and  Mrs.  Gallaher,  Conference  Treasurer,  have 
authority  to  this  account.  Large  posters  have  been  made  for  promoting  the  paper  and 
have  been  displayed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Baton  Rouge  and  the  School  of  Mis- 
sions at  Centenary  College.  Promotional  work  has  also  been  done  in  the  Alexandria, 
Monroe,  and  Shreveport  Districts.  Five-hundred  twenty-six  subscriptions  have  been 
entered;  approximately  230  were  from  the  Guild.

ITINERATION;  Mrs.  Dean  reported  that  plans  for  a cooperative  venture  between  the 
Woman’s  Society  and  the  Conference  Board  of  Mission,  in  missionary  itineration  were 
not  complete  at  this  time.  Miss  Virginia  Henry,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Field 
Interpretation,  was  notified  of  the  decision  not  to  itinerate  General  Conference  dele- 
gates from  abroad. 

Mrs.  McGowan  welcomed  guests  who  had  come  in,  including  Mrs.  S.  G.  Mc- 
Gehee,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  in  the  Ruston  District.  She  also  welcomed  Miss 
Georgia  Daily  from  the  Office  of  Methodist  Information  who  announced  that  there 
would  be  a Conference  Workshop  in  Shreveport  on  Saturday,  October  22,  which  would 
be  well  worth  attending.  She  advised  that  each  agency  in  the  Conference  should  send 
a program  schedule  to  the  Area  Council  which  is  set  up  to  coordinate  all  the  pro- 
grams of  the  Conference.  Dr.  Jack  Wilkes  is  Chairman  of  the  Area  Council;  Dr.  Lu- 
man  Douglas  is  director  of  the  Area  Office;  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Rigby  is  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Relations  and  Methodist  Information  Commission.  Miss  Daily  said  there  was  a 
Director  of  Information  in  each  District . 

EVALUATION  OF  PLAN  FOR  DISTRIBUTION  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS;  Mrs.  Gard- 
ner, chaimian,  reported  444  questionnaires  were  mailed  and  166  were  returned.  Of 
this  number,  the  majority  wanted  the  Recommendations  continued  and  a larger  major- 
ity wanted  the  Recommendations  mailed  in  advance  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  Some  of 
the  suggestions  offered  to  Conference  Officers  were: 

1.  To  be  more  explicit  in  the  Recommendations,  thus  cutting  down  the  number 
of  recommendations  from  each  officer,  but  making  the  ones  given  more  rel- 
evant to  the  several  offices  or  lines  of  work. 
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2.  To  suggest  ways  the  Reeammendatioos  might  be  carried  out  on  the  local 
level. 

For  the  Societies,  some  of  the  saggestions  were; 

1.  To  use  the  RecommendatioES  at  an  Executive  Meeting  of  District  Officers 
and  have  such  District  Officers  promote  her  particular  Recommendations  in 
the  local  Society. 

2.  To  have  each  district  officer  or  secretary  mail  the  Recommendations  to  her 
corresponding  officer  or  secretary  in  the  local  society,  with  a letter  out- 
lining the  goals  that  the  district  officer  wants  to  accomplish.  In  this  way 
the  district  and  local  officers  will  work  together  to  accomplish  the  aims  of 
the  Reconamendatioas. 

Some  other  suggestions  and  constructive  criticisms  were: 

1.  Tire  Recommendations  were  repetitious.  (This  could  be  eliminated  if  a few 
standard  suggestions  were  offered  at  the  start  of  the  Recommendations) 

2.  In  the  place  of  the  Recommendations,  it  was  suggested  that  quarterly  let- 
ters be  sent  from  Conference  to  District  to  Local  officers  and  secretaries. 

3.  Some  thou^t  the  society  did  not  read  the  Recommendations  and  officers 
did  not  pass  the  copy  of  the  Recommendations  to  their  successors. 

4.  Some  suggested  that  the  Recommendations  be  placed  in  the  Christian 
Service  Times. 

5.  Some  thought  that  if  the  Handbooks  and  other  materials  were  studied,  the 
Reconunendatioas  would  not  be  needed. 

6.  Small  Societies  feel  that  the  Recommendations  are  for  larger  societies. 

Mrs.  -Gaidner  moved  that  the  Recommendations  be  sent  out  is  advance  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  but  that  additional  study  be  made  in  regard  to  the  content  and  use  of  the 
Secommendations  and  procedure  for  mailing.  Motion  carried.  Further  study  may  bring 
forth  more  suggestions  and  a method  of  following  through.  Recommendations  should 
be  sent  no  later  than  January  IS  to  20,  a copy  to  Mrs.  Dameron  and  Mrs.  McGowan. 
Mr®.  Dameron  suggested  that  the  women  needed  more  specific  recommendations.  Mrs. 
Gardner  suggested  Conference  Officers  use  the  “Box  Lunch”  time  at  Annual  Meet- 
ing for  discussion  of  the  Recommendations.  Mrs.  Dameron  moved  that  the  Conference 
Officers  not  include  the  duties  of  the  office  in  their  recommendations.  Motion  carried. 
Mrs.  Clayton  suggested  that  a note  be  attached  to  the  Jurisdictional  Report  asking 
for  the  Recommendations  early.

SIMPLIFIED  REPORTS  FOR  SMALL  SOCIETIES:  Mrs.  Dameron,  chairman  of  this 
special  committee,  reported  they  interpreted  their  responsibilities  as  follows: 

1.  To  explore  the  need  for,  and  interest  in,  such  a report  form; 

2.  If  the  need  and  interest  seem  general  enough,  to  draft  a simplified  report, 
with  the  assistance  of  conference  and  district  officers  and  secretaries,  for 
presentation  to  the  conference  executive  committee; 

3.  To  suggest  reporting  procedures  for  such  a simplified  form. 

The  committee  recommends  that  it  be,  allowed  to  prepare  a questionnaire,  to  be  sent 
to  every  conference  and  district  officer  and  secretary,  and  zone  leaders,  to  secure  in- 
formation necessary  to  determine  the  need  for,  and  value  of,  a simplified  report  and 
to  fulfilling  other  committee  responsibilities  outlined  above.  Mrs.  Dameron  moved  the 
adoption  of  this  recommendation.  Motion  carried. 


CONFERENCE  HISTORIAN;  Mrs.  Watson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions, reported  her  committee  submits  the  name  of  Mrs.  Dameron  for  Historian  for  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Mrs.  Mouton  moved  nom- 
inations cease  and  Mrs.  Dameron  be  elected  by  acclamation.  Motion  carried. 

DISTRICT  OFFICER  TRAINING:  Mrs.  Aycock,  chairman,  reported  this  committee, 
composed  of  Mesdames  Dean,  Bandel,  and  Cothren,  recommends  that  each  District 
President  write  to  Mrs.  McGowan  suggestions  for  improvement  of  Officer  Training, 
ten  days  after  their  District  Meeting.  Mrs.  Aycock  suggested  that  in  recruiting  offi- 
cers, they  be  told  that  they  will  have  opportunity  to  receive  training.  Mrs.  Gallaher 
asked  that  she  be  informed  as  soon  as  dates  are  set. 

INVITATION  TO  ANNUAL  MEETING:  Mrs.  Mouton  moved  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Central  Jurisdiction  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  be  invited  to  attend  our  Annual  Meeting  in  Lake  Charles,  at  their  own 
expense,  provided  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Official  Board  of  the  hostess 
church.  It  was  recommended  that  the  vote  be  by  ballot.  The  President  appointed  Mrs. 
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Bandel  and  Mrs.  Aycock  tellers,  who  reported  22  eligible  voters  present.  Tellers  re- 
ported 18  “yes”  and  3 “no”.  Motion  eorriod. 

WORLD  METHODIST  CONFERENCE  was  attended  by  Mrs.  Dameron,  who  gave  the 
following  report:  The  first  World  Methodist  Conference  was  held  85  years  ago  in  Lon- 
don. This  year  when  the  2,090  delegates  from  64  countries  gathered  for  the  11th 
World  Methodist  Conference,  they  represented  a Methodist  community  of  more  than 
40,000,000  persons.  The  meeting  was  held  in  Westminster  Central  Hall,  the  largest 
Methodist  Church  in  England.  Neither  the  Council  nor  the  Conference  is  a legislative 
body.  Rather  they  are  consultative  and  provide  a forum  in  which  great  issues  which 
are  being  talked  about  on  local  and  national  levels  may  be  discussed  on  an  interna- 
tional basis.  The  theme  of  the  Conference  was  God  in  Oor  World.  All  areas  of  life 
came  under  the  survey  of  the  delegates,  including  such  topics  as  over-population, 
human  relations,  the  Christian  Faith  in  the  light  of  scientific  developments;  and  God 
and  the  world  of  nations.  The  tone  of  the  Conference  was  one  of  positive  faith  in  God 
as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ  and  the  future  of  the  Church  as  God’s  chosen  instrument 
for  fulfilling  his  purpose  in  the  world.  The  ever-arching  emphasis  was  that  of  ecu- 
menism. In  every  address,  this  emphasis  was  made.  In  addition  there  were  five  of- 
ficial observers  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  representatives  from  all  the 
major  Protestant  denominations.  A committee  from  the  World  Methodist  Council  was 
appointed  to  hold  conversations  with  a similar  group  from  the  Roman  Church.  The 
uniqueness  of  the  conference  lay  in  its  truly  world-wide  dimension,  with  representa- 
tives from  some  30  different  Methodist  groups,  all  bearing  witness  to  their  common 
religious  heritage,  stemming  from  the  Wesleyan  Movement  in  England.  The  new  presi- 
dent of  the  Conference  is  Bishop  Odd  Hagen  of  Norway.  He  succeeds  Bishop  Fred 
Pierce  Corson,  who  has  served  for  the  last  five  years. 

CONVOCATION  ON  WORSHIP  was  attended  by  Mrs.  Mouton  in  Baltimore.  She  re- 
ported that  it  was  an  observance  of  the  Bi-Centennial  of  Methodism,  which  carried 
one  back  through  the  years  of  a heritage.  The  theme  was  “Renewal  Through  Wor- 
ship” and  was  developed  by  ways  in  which  we  worship  through  Communion,  Prayer, 
Public  Worship,  Music,  Literature,  and  Architecture.  Delegates  visited  Asbury's 
grave  where  a ceremony  was  held  as  a five-foot  capsule  was  buried.  It  contained 
many  things  about  our  present  age  and  will  be  opened  one-hundred  years  from  now. 
One  human  interest  item  was  that  a seventy-year  old  Methodist  Minister  rode  a horse 
to  the  Convocation  and  his  daughter  flew  her  plane  from  Indiana  to  meet  him. 

RESOLUTIONS:  “This  is  a new  day,  and  we  are  in  times  of  changing  patterns.  The 
Committee  on  Resolutions  would  like  the  privilege  of  adopting  a new  form,  leaving 

out  the  ‘whereas’s  and  therefore’s.” 

“We,  of  the  Executive  Committee,  recognize  the  ‘labors  of  love’  given  us  from  each 
concerned  person,  too  numerous  to  mention  each  by  name.  Realizing  this  love,  ex- 
pressed, we  would  like  to  repeat  these  words  of  our  Savior,  Jesus  Christ,  ‘Well  done, 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant’  and  pray  that  the  love  and  joy  of  the  Holy  Spirit  fill 
all  those  who  have  contributed  to  these  meetings.”

JOURNAL;  Mrs.  Dameron  reported  that  the  committee  would  edit  the  minutes  before 
they  are  sent  out. 

MISS  DAILY  suggested  that  in  our  Christian  Vocations  we  remember  to  recruit  young 
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people  for  Church  Publicity,  along  with  Missionaries  and  Directors  of  Religious 
Education. 

REVEREND  RALPH  CAIN,  secretary  of  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  3021  Curtis  Lane,  Shreveport,  will  send  you  a 1966  Louisiana  journal  for 
$2.00,  announced  Mrs.  McGowan.  Mrs.  Clayton,  secretary  of  membership  cultivation, 
suggested  this  is  a fine  source  for  finding  churches  which  do  not  have  societies,  and 
the  district  officers  can  help  with  their  organization. 

MRS.  HOWE  was  asked  by  the  President  to  represent  us  at  the  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Methodist  Information  and  Public  Affairs  in  Shreveport  on  October  22nd. 

LOUISIANA  ORGANIZATION  FOR  STATE  LEGISLATION  was  attended  by  Mrs. 
Gardner  in  the  spring  when  Mr.  Mark  Lower,  Executive  Director  of  the  Louisiana 
Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  was  introduced  as  president  along  with  the  other  new 
officers.  She  reported  discussing  with  Mr.  Lower  her  disappointment  in  the  value  of 
this  meeting  and  he  agreed  that  it  really  was  a waste  of  time  for  those  attending, 
and  asked  he  be  given  a chance  to  present  better  programs.  Mrs.  Gardner  was  unable 
to  attend  the  meeting  on  October  5,  but  had  received  a letter  from  Mrs.  Hotalen,  our 
representative,  stating  it  was  very  interesting. 

LOUISIANA  MORAL  AND  CIVIC  FOUNDATION:  Mrs.  Mouton  asked  that  we  study 
and  use  the  Bulletins  which  are  sent  to  us,  as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  to  all  local  presidents  and  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  also 
asked  that  we  urge  our  churches  to  send  in  the  25cf  per  member  to  be  used  for  pro- 
motion. 

UNITED  CHURCH  WOMEN:  Mrs.  Mouton  pointed  out  that  each  society  should  have  an 
officer  responsible  for  promoting  this  part  of  the  program.  Sargent  Shriver  spoke  at 
the  Spring  Meeting,  telling  of  many  things  we  could  do  to  help  in  the  Poverty  Pro- 
gram. She  said  that  much  of  the  opposition  to  this  program  is  based  on  misinforma- 
tion. 

DULAC:  Mrs.  Thomas  reported  there  would  be  a Board  Meeting  on  October  20th.  Rev. 
Moon  supervised  a Head  Start  Program  this  past  summer  which  was  very  successful. 
The  government  does  not  now  supply  funds  for  this  program,  but  they  plan  to  continue 
it  and  hope  they  can  secure  funds  later.  There  is  a new  U.S.-2  worker  there. 

ST.  MARKS:  Mrs.  Gallaher  reported  that  Miss  Louise  Sharp  is  the  new  Director.  It 
was  decided  to  have  the  O.E.O.  Program.  Miss  Straley  (retired)  is  teaching  there. 
The  pool  and  office  were  completed  and  in  use  this  summer.  Funds  were  sent  in  mem- 
ory of  Mr.  Tackaberry.  They  had  to  borrow  $1,000.00  to  finish  paying  for  the  pool,  so 
they  are  having  a rummage  sale  on  the  28th  to  raise  funds  for  this  debt. 

MacDONELL::  Mrs.  Thomas  reported  that  two  house  mothers  were  injured  in  an  acci- 
dent and  they  are  short  of  staff  at  this  time.  They  are  Mrs.  Irma  Jenkins  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Stone,  1210  E.  Main  St.,  Houma,  La. 

SAGER  BROWN:  Mrs.  Fox  reported  that  the  local  secretary  of  Christian  Vocations 
had  arranged  for  three  of  the  U.S.-2  workers  to  talk  to  the  young  people  and  had  found 
them  very  inspiring.  The  new  buildings  have  made  it  possible  to  develop  a good  and 
progressive  program.  Mrs.  Clayton  commented  that  the  school  is  held  in  high  esteem 
because  the  children  coming  out  of  the  school  make  good  citizens. 
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THE  SEVENTH  ASSEMBLY  was  attended  by  many  of  the  women  present  and  each 
was  given  an  opportunity  to  report  the  highlight  of  the  meeting  for  her.  There  was 
great  variety  of  interest  and  inspiration  in  these  reports,  which  gave  all  a feeling  that 
“we  were  there”  and  “called  to  renewal  and  service”.

The  committee  recon- 
vened at  2:00  p.m. 

MRS.  GIESSEN  reported  the  role  of  Missionary  Personne!  in  the  Woman’s  Society 
is  ch«giHg  as  revealed  in  recent  meetings  she  attended,  and  asked  the  women  to  pon- 
der upon  them:  (1)  Church  members,  that  is  the  baptized  community  of  believers,  are 
called  people  of  God  in  ministry;  (2)  Vocation  is  being  defined  as  God’s  call  to  every 
man  and  his  response  through  a totally  committed  Christian  life;  (3)  It  is  possible  to 
express  a Christian  Vocation  throagh  a secular  occupation  or  througfi  a church-related 
occupation  but  they  do  not  equate;  (4)  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  are  to  in- 
fonm  rather  than  recniit.  They  are  charged  with  acquainting  the  church  with  personae! 
needs  and  oppoitanities  of  service  through  the  Mission  Board  and  other  church-related 
occupatioas.  Their  task  is  that  of  extending  the  call  so  that  persons  me§  hear,  heed, 
smd  respond;  (5)  Actual  studies  have  revealed  that  candidates  who  are  really  inter- 
ested in  serving  as  deacoaesses,  missionaries,  or  short  termers  will  take  the  iaitia- 
tive  to  contact  the  Office  of  Missionary  Personnel.  This  does  not  mean  that  we  need 
not  keep  in  tondi  with  persons  who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  church-related  ocai- 
pations,  but  that  we  will  ho  longer  be  using  the  color  card  system  of  chanaeliEg 
nmnes.  (6)  From  the  time  a person  becomes  an  accepted  candidate,  or  short-tenner, 
until  he  is  commissioned,  special  love,  prayer,  aod  interest  should  be  manifest,  since 
this  is  a craoal,  period.  (7)  Many  young  people  are  oot  answering  the  call  to  serve  in 
a chntch-related  occapatioa  because  parents,  ^andparents,  and  sometimes  even  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  are  making  it  difficult  for  them  to  act 
upon  their  own  convictioas.  (8)  The  home  bears  a distinct  responsibility  in  the  occu- 
pational decisions  made  by  young  people.  (9)  The  Methodist  Church  offers  work  in 
some  seventy  professional  fields  with  new  ministries  continually  emerging.  (10)  This 
year  the  Church  needs;  2, 100  for  the  pastoral  ministiy  and  specialized  ministries,  350 
for  the  missionary  service  at  home  and  abroad,  5000  for  the  health  and  welfare  service 
of  the  church,  250  for  Christian  Education  in  local  churches,  and  130  for  college 
teadiers  and  student  religious  leaders. 

MRS.  MCGOWAN  thanked  the  group  for  sending  her  to  the  meetings  of  the  Wom- 
an’s Division  and  the  Board  of  Missions.  From  the  discussion  groups  available,  she 
chose  the  one  on  Program  and  Education  which  proved  to  be  informative  and  inspiring. 
She  reported  she  was  deeply  moved  while  witnessing  the  commissioning  of  Deacon- 
esses, which  included  Mrs.  Peach  from  Louisiana.  She  read  excerpts  frosn  a fev;  letters 
wMdi  had  been  written  by  local  women  to  the  Division  and  told  how  they  were  dis- 
missed and  evaluated,  letting  it  be  known  that  the  voice  of  the  local  woman  is  heard.

DR.  LUMAN  DOUGLAS,  director  of  the  Area  Council,  explained  its  purpose  is  to  cor- 
relate the  programs  and  activities  of  the  Boards,  Committees,  and  Agencies  of  the  Con- 
ference. He  answered  many  questions  and  explained  many  areas  of  the  work  of  the 
Council. 

MRS.  MCGOWAN  announced  that  Mrs.  Aycock  had  been  appointed  to  the  MacDonell 
Board,  and  Mrs.  Howe  has  been  asked  to  serve  on  the  planning  committee  for  the  Re- 
gional School  of  Missions. 

METHODIST  INFORMATION  WORKSHOP  was  attended  by  Mrs.  Howe  who  reported  it  to 
have  been  very  helpful  and  stressed  the  question,  “Is  the  publicity  you  are  sending  in 
doing  what  you  want  it  to  do?” 

WORKSHOP  ON  CHRISTIAN  VOCATIONS  was  attended  by  Mrs.  Giessen  who  reported 

discussions  on  Manpower—  Methodism  — Motivation,  and  Facts  — Functions  — Fu- 
tures. She  pointed  out  that  “second  careers”  can  fill  a great  need  for  workers  in  the 
church  when  retirees  meet  this  need. 

JUSTICE  IN  THE  COURTS  was  discussed  by  Mrs.  Wineinger  who  pointed  out  areas  of 
injustice  such  as  selection  of  jury,  sentencing,  and  parole.  She  suggested  that  women 
should  visit  the  courts  to  see  what  is  going  on  and  if  injustices  are  being  done. 

A MISSION  WORKSHOP  was  attended  by  Mrs.  Dean  who  reported  Bishop  Newell  S. 
Booth,  former  missionary  to  Africa,  said  there  were  large  numbers  of  volunteers  but 
many  fall  by  the  wayside  due  to  deadening  influence  in  the  home  and  church. 

AN  EDUCATING  FOR  ECUMENISM  WORKSHOP  followed  the  one  above  and  Mrs.  Dean 
reported  the  purposes  of  this  were  to  provide  some  factual  knowledge  concerning  ecu- 
menical progress  and  problems,  to  suggest  what  might  be  done  on  conference  and  re- 
gional levels  for  ecumenical  education,  and  to  share  examples  of  effective  local 
ecumenical  action.  The  Methodist  Church  is  involved  in  several  conversations  related 
to  church  union.  It  is  highly  important  that  we  keep  alert  to  what  is  being  said.  The 
unifying  thread  of  our  approved  studies  for  the  coming  year  is  Ecumenism. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  chairman,  Mrs.  Gallaher,  read  the  following  recommenda- 
tions which  were  individually  adopted  on  her  motion:  (1)  That  we  accept  the  District 
Pledges  to  the  Conference  as  adjusted.  (2)  That  up  to  $150.00  be  allowed  for  expenses 
for  a representative  to  attend  the  consultation  on  the  church  in  Community  Life  in  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio,  September  5-8,  1967.  (3)  That  up  to  $200.00  be  allowed  for  expenses  for 
a representative  to  attend  the  Ecumenical  Assembly  of  Church  Women  at  Purdue  Uni- 
versity July  13-16,  1967.  (4)  That  recommendation  No.  6 made  at  Mid-Year  Meeting  be 
rescinded,  and  the  following  substituted:  A.  That  $200.00  be  allowed  for  the  Confer- 
ence Self-Study  which  will  be  held  for  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  the  Dis- 
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trict  Vice-Presidents,  and  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  from  each  district.

(6)  That  the  offering  taken  at  the  27th  Annual  Meeting  each  evening  be  ©.ven 
to  missions  in  honor  of  the  Directors  of  out  Projects  and  the  Missionaries  appearing  on 
our  Annual  Meeting  Program,

STATE  MEETING  OF  CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  will  be  held  in  New  Orleans.  Mrs. 
Cothren  was  elected  to  represent  the  Conference. 

DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS  AND  TREASURERS  were  asked  by  Mrs.  Gallaher  to  remind 
the  local  societies  that  MacDoneli  gifts  should  be  put  in  their  budget  again  thi,5  year.

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
Lake  Charles,  Leulsiotia  - March  15,  16,  17,  1967 

The  twenty-seventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  was  convened  at  1:30  p.m.,  March  15,  1%7,  in  the  saic- 
tuaiy  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Charles,  Louisiana,  with  the  President, 
Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan,  presiding. 

Following  the  organ  prelude  “Thy  Kingdom  Come”  by  Mrs.  Clark  Carver,  Mrs. 
William  Groves  led  the  conference  in  singing  the  theme  hymn  “God  of  Love  and  God 
of  Power”. 

OPENING  WORSHIP  was  led  by  Mrs.  Robert  Compton,  President  of  the  Lake 
Charles  District,  who  used  Paul’s  letter  to  the  Corinthians  in  her  message. 

A WARM  WELCOME  was  extended  to  the  delegates  by  Mrs.  W.  W.  Paxton,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  the  host  church.

«id  suggest  the  giving  of  special  and  honorary  memberships.  The  amount  of  money 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  nine  projects  in  Louisiana  is 
$158,313.00,  which  represents  our  pledge,  plus  part  from  the  other  Conferences, 
which  is  returned  to  our  state. 

COMMUNICATIONS  were  read  from  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick,  Mrs.  T.  Luster  James, 
Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Trice,  Miss  Ethel  Alston,  and  First  Methodist 
Church,  Baton  Rouge. 

MRS.  MCGOWAN  recognized  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  the  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  in  this  Conference  and  bid  them  welcome.  She  also  recognized  Mrs. 
Pearl  Turnbull,  People’s  Methodist  Community  Center;  Miss  Rosie  Ann  Cobb,  Sager- 
Brown  School;  ^ev.  Jerry  Moon,  Dulac  Community  Center;  and  Mrs,  Maxine  Watkins, 
Kisiness  Girls’  Inn. 

THE  DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS,  led  by  Mrs.  George  Ti^er  in  Choral  Reading, 
described  the  work  done  in  the  various  districts.  This  presentation  was  entitled 
“Louisiana  in  Missions’’.  Soloist,  Miss  Jean  Kuder,  sang  “He’s  Got  the  Whole  World 
in  His  Hands”. 

VICE-PRESIDENT,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Mouton,  was  asked  to  preside  at  this  time  and 
she  introduced  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence, for  the  first  time,  as  President,  Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan,  giving  a few  of  her  varied 
accomplishments  in  Church  and  Civic  areas.  The  body  stood  in  reco^tion  of  the 
President. 

MRS.  MCGOWAN  expressed  her  appreciation  for  the  opportunity  ^ven  to  her  to 
represent  the  Conference  at  the  7th  Assembly,  and  to  have  recently  been  a ^est  of 
the  Woman’s  Division  and  Board  of  Missions  at  their  Annual  Meetings.  Immediately 
preceding  this  meeting,  Bishop  Walton  called  to  express  regret  that  he  could  not  be 
present  because  of  a conflicting  schedule.  Mrs.  McGowan  then  delivered  the  Presi- 
dent’s Message,  entitled  “Listening”,  (on  page  59  of  this  report). 

CLOSING  PRAYER  was  given  by  Rev.  Hubert  Gibbs,  Associate  Pastor  of  the 
host  Church. 

DMNER  was  served  in  Fellowship  Hall,  with  Mrs.  L.  C.  Aycoek  presiding. 
Invocation  was  given  by  Miss  Louise  Sharp.  Mrs.  Aycock  presented  Miss  Rosie  Ann 
Cobb,  superintendent  of  Sager-Brown  School.  She  introduced  another  member  of  the 
staff,  Mrs.  Edna  Ridley,  who  spoke  of  the  programs  in  the  school  and  some  of  their 
accomplishment  s. 

EVENING  SERVICE  in  the  Sanctuary  was  opened  with  singing  “A  Mi#ty  For- 
tress is  Our  God”,  followed  by  scripture  end  prayer  given  by  Dr.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  pas- 
tor of  the  host  church.  The  Anthem  was  rendered  by  the  Adult  Bell  Choir  of  the  First 
Methodist  Church,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Don  Allured.  Mrs.  McGowan  introduced 
Dr.  Margaret  Brand,  Chief  of  Ophthalmolo^  Service,  and  Dr.  Paul  Brand,  Chief  of 
Rehabilitation  Branch,  U-  S.  Public  Health  Service  Hospital,  Carville,  La.  Dr.  Mar- 
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garet  spoke  first,  telling  of  her  beginning  desire  to  work  in  any  area  except  the  eyes. 
9ie  closed  her  comments  urging  that  we  “Open  our  eyes  to  see  God”.  Dr.  Paul  told 
of  many  dedicated  people  who  had  helped  in  experiments  with  rehabilitating  leprosy 
patients.  The  greatest  gift  is  to  “Give  of  yourself”.  The  service  closed  with  the 
benediction  by  Dr.  Pomeroy. 

THURSDAY 

Following  the  organ  prelude  by  Mrs.  Carver,  Mrs.  Groves  led  the  group  in  singing 
the  theme  hymn  “God  of  Love  and  God  of  Power”.  Mrs.  Charles  Giessen,  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  gave  the  meditation  taken  from  Psalm  of  David, 
and  stressed  that  we  “Lift  our  hearts  in  praise  to  God”. 

The  President  asked  the  Recording  Secretary  to  read  the  Standing  Rule  estab- 
lishing the  eligible  voters  in  the  Annual  Meeting.  This  was  done  and  seats  were  as- 
signed to  the  voting  delegates.  The  President  announced  that  we  needed  to  elect  a 
fourth  alternate  delegate  to  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  to  replace  Mrs.  Trice  who 
had  moved  from  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Robert  Bingham  and  Mrs.  John  Oldham  were  nom- 
inated. Mrs.  Thomas,  chairman  of  the  Tellers,  gave  instructions  to  the  voting  dele- 
gates. The  ballots  were  passed  out,  cast,  collected,  sealed  in  an  envelope,  and 
turned  over  to  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  was  asked  to  read  the  section  of  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  es- 
tablishing the  need  for  electing  three  women  (and  one  alternate)  for  nomination  for 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  be  sent  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society.  The  nom- 
inees were:  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Mrs.  Garland  Dean,  Mrs.  Wideman  Watson,  Mrs.  L.  B. 
Kilpatrick,  and  Mrs.  George  Thomas.  Ballots  were  cast  and  the  Counting  Tellers  re- 
tired to  count  the  ballots. 

CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  OF  LOUISIANA:  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  Vice-president, 
presented  Mrs.  Major  Walter  Drissell,  from  the  Salvation  Army,  to  serve  as  reader  for 
“One  Lord,  One  Faith,  One  Birth”.  She  was  assisted  by  eleven  women  representing 
six  denominations,  in  explaining  the  purpose  and  structure  of  Church  Women  United. 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Atkinson,  Lafayette;  Mrs.  Wade  Stonecipher,  Baton  Rouge;  Mrs.  James 
Harris,  New  Orleans;  Mrs.  Ed  Midlam,  Lake  Charles;  and  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell,  Shreve- 
port; reported  work  being  done  by  the  Church  Women  United  in  their  respective  cities. 
Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  active  in  the  National  organization,  and  Mrs.  Ed  Jackson,  State 
President  of  Church  Women  United,  were  recognized  and  asked  to  come  to  the  rostrum. 
The  Reverend  Father  Kenneth  Bienvenue  spoke  of  the  Catholic  Church  cooperating  in 
many  areas  of  service.  The  presentation  closed  with  singing  “The  Churdi’s  One 
Foundation”. 

MRS.  LASKEY  was  officially  presented,  by  Mrs.  McGowan,  as  President  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Church.  She  also  recog- 
nized Mrs.  George  Sexton,  first  President  of  the  Louisiana  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service,  and  Mrs.  Harold  Hines  from  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation. 

THE  TELLER'S  REPORT  was  given  by  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Thomas,  who  an- 
nounced that  Mrs.  Bingham  had  been  elected  as  the  fourth  alternate  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Society,  receiving  81  votes  and  Mrs.  Oldham  receiving  79. 

Mrs.  Thomas  also  reported  the  following  had  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  as  nominees  for  nomination  to  the  Board  of  Missions;  Mrs.  Dameron  160,  Mrs. 
Dean  107,  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  102,  and  Mrs.  Thomas  91.  Mrs.  Mouton  moved  that  the  three 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  next  ballot  become  the  nominees  and  the 
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fourth  will  be  the  eltemate.  Metion  carried.  Ballots  were  cast  and  the  Counting  Tell- 
ers retired. 

MISS  LOUISE  SHARP,  Director  of  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center,  reported  on  work 
in  the  center  and  stated  that  drastic  and  rapid  changes  in  the  neighborhood  may  make 
it  necessary  to  re-evaluate  the  nature  of  the  program  and  location  of  the  center.  Sie 
also  announced  that  the  Taekaberry  Memorial  Pool  will  be  dedicated  sometime  this 
summer. 

THE  PLEDGE  SERVICE  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Gallaher,  who  used  the  scrip- 
ture, “YOU  are  the  li^t  of  the  World”.  The  District  Treasurers  assisted  in  develop- 
ing the  theme,  “Light  to  a Total  World”,  and  presented  pledges  amounting  to 
$143,250.00,  in  front  of  a large  world,  lighted  by  small  bulbs  at  locations  of  work  done 
by  the  Woman’s  Division.  Mrs.  McGowan  accepted  this  pledge  from  the  districts  and 
the  service  closed  as  Mrs.  Groves  sang  “Walk  in  the  Light”. 

TOE  MORNING  SESSION  CONCLUDED  with  Mrs.  Dameron’s  meditation,  “Com- 
mitment for  a Total  Mission”,  which  suggested  lifting  commitment  out  of  generalities 
and  making  it  a reality.  Reading  from  Mark,  “You  shall  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 

ALL  thy  heart,  with  ALL  thy  soul  and  with  ALL  thy  might”,  she  stressed  that  nothing 

less  is  needed  and  nothing  less  will  suffice. 

THE  LUNCHEON,  with  Mrs.  Reich  presiding  in  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Max  Clay- 
ton, presented  “Take  a Towel”,  assisted  by  the  Conference  Officers.  Mrs.  Charles 
Robards  and  Mrs.  Gilbert  Bandel  served  as  substitutes. 

DIALOGUE  DISCUSSION  GROUPS  marked  the  convening  of  the  afternoon  ses- 
sions: Ecumenicity  with  Mrs.  Mouton  serving  as  chairman  and  Mesdames  Harry  Holl- 
ins, Don  Sigur,  and  Sheldon  Rosenthal  participating;  Place  of  the  Missionary  in 
Bnerging  Nations  with  Mrs.  Howe  serving  as  chairman  and  Mrs.  Larry  Pleiman,  a re- 
turned missionary  from  Africa,  making  the  presentation;  Youth  and  the  Christian  Mis- 
sion with  Mrs.  Bingham  serving  as  chairman  and  the  Reverend  Joseph  Thomas, 
Director  of  McNeese  Wesley  Foundation,  the  speaker;  Responsibility  of  the  Christian 
Woman  in  Politics  with  Mrs.  Gardner  serving  as  chairman  and  Mrs.  Elayn  Hunt,  Baton 
Rouge  attorney,  the  resource  person;'  Talk- Back  Films  with  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon 
serving  as  chairman,  used  “The  Hangman”  and  “The  Detached  Americans”;  Role  of 
the  Laity  in  the  Church  with  Mrs.  Bandel  replacing  Mrs.  Clayton  as  chairman  and  pre- 
senting the  speaker,  Mr.  Larry  Pleimann,  a recently  returned  missionary  from  Africa; 
Visit  with  a Missionary  Couple,  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Carlos  Welch,  missionaries 
from  India,  were  introduced  by  Mrs.  Dean.  They  shared  their  experiences  and  an- 
swered questions.

THE  TELLERS’  REPORT  on  the  election  of  Nominees  for  the  Board  of  Missions 
was  given  by  Mrs.  Thomas  as  follows:  Mrs.  Dameron  167,  Mrs.  Dean  130,  Mrs.  Kil- 
patrick 129,  and  Mrs.  Thomas  101.  The  first  three  will  be  the  nominees  and  the  fourth 
will  be  the  alternate. 

The  afternoon  session  closed  with  prayer. 

A BUFFET  DINNER  honoring  Mrs.  Laskey  and  the  District  Officers,  was  served 
in  Fellowship  Hall  with  Mrs.  McGowan  presiding.  The  tables  were  festive  with  spring 
flowers  and  miniature  spring  hats  which  had  been  made  by  Mrs.  McGowan  and  her 
friends.  All  enjoyed  the  folk  songs  by  “The  Group”. 
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THE  EVENING  SESSION  was  opened  with  the  hymn  “A  Charge  to  Keep  I Have”, 
followed  by  scripture  reading  from  the  fourth  chapter  of  Luke  aid  prayer  by  Dr.  R. 
Leonard  Cooke,  District  Superintendent.  The  Chancel  Choir  of  the  host  church  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Don  Allured,  sang  an  Anthem  Selection  from  “Requiem”.  Mrs. 
Laskey  delivered  the  message  for  the  evening,  “Revelations  - 1967”,  outlining  the 
program  coverage  of  the  Woman’s  Society  for  the  current  year  as  follows;  The  Inclu- 
sive Church,  Social  Justice,  Education,  and  Understanding  of  and  Participation  in  the 
Ecumenical  Movement.  Speaking  of  the  finances,  she  said  Thirty  Million  Dollars  was 
the  giving  of  the  women,  who  pay  one-third  of  the  salary  of  every  missionary.

Mr.  Pleimann  addressed  the  275  young  people  in 
attendance.

Knox,  Women’s  Editor  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist.  Mrs.  McGowan  announced  that  the 
offering  had  been  $435.00,  and  $195.00  had  been  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  cor- 
sages for  missions.  Both  amounts  will  be  used  for  Missions  in  honor  of  our  guest 
speakers  and  missionaries  as  formerly  stipulated.

PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGi 
ySTINlNO 

There  was  a itilkess  ia  the  small  hoars  of  fte  night.  All  was  quiet,  then  there 
was  the  sound  of  a stealthy  step  upon  the  stair,  and  a squeak  as  the  broken  board  was 
stepped  apott.  Eadi  person  ia  the  house  was  listening  ~ they  were  acutely  aware  of 
the  soumds.  THiey  listened  with  fear,  with  cariosity,  with  anticipatioa  aad  with  hope 
depending  upon  the  person  listeBing  aad  whom  they  thought  was  on  the  stair.  One  per- 
son did  not  awi^kea,  he  heard  no  souad,  he  wasn’t  listening. 

We  are  much  like  these  people  as  we  listen  to  the  sounds  about  as.  On  our  busy 
super  M^ways  and  on  small  roads,  traffic  lines  are  well  marked.  The  air  iaaes  are 
being  marked  for  safety  as  more  and  more  jet  and  single  en||fie  planes  take  to  the  air. 
With  the  many  sounds  that  are  on  the  ether  waves  and  only  a few  reaching  the  ear, 
ttieie  must  also  be  marked  channels  throng  which  sound  travels  with  only  those  com- 
ing into  one’s  consciousness  as  there  is  a “Tuning  In”  on  the  part  of  the  listener. 

In  the  Miracle  of  Dialoioe  Rael  Howe  tells  us  that  the  responsibility  to  hear  and 
listen  is  a mutual  one,  that  there  should  fee  a fellowship  of  hearers  as  well  as  of 
speakers.  He  says  that  the  art  of  dialogue  is  one  fey  which  a person  makes  himself 
aware  of  others. 

I looked  up  the  definition  of  the  word  littening.  According  to  the  dictionary,  it  is 
f die  process  of  hearing,  listening  to,  recognizing  and  complemeoting  the  spoken  word. 

! But  it  is  more  than  this  — just  listening  to  the  spoken  word.  One  listens  if  one  is 
aware  of  what  is  being  said  and  by  other  means  ~ if  one  has  a liitening  eye.  The  lis- 
tening eye  often  re^sters  more  forcibly  on  one’s  consciousness  than  does  the  listen- 
ing e«r.  Have  you  ever  been  in  a group  and  studied  the  facial  expressions  of  the  peo- 
ple gathered  there,  seen  the  twisting  of  hands,  the  one  standing  alone  by  a table, 

I eating  constantly? 

In  a book  entitled  Are  ¥©m  Listening  by  Ralph  Michols  and  Leonard  Stevens  was 
I given  the  results  of  tests  made  of  the  listening  ability  of  several  thousand  students  at 
the  University  of  Minnesota  and  of  hundreds  of  business  md  professional  people  in 
I adult  education.  These  tests  clearly  showed  that  immediately  after  the  average  person 
( has  listened  to  someone  talk,  he  remembers  only  about  half  of  what  he  heard,  no  mat- 
ter how  carefully  he  thou^t  he’d  been  listening.  After  two  (2)  months  only  about  (25) 
j twenty-five  percent  will  be  remembered. 

The  results  of  a study  by  Rankin,  an  educator,  showed  that  we  use  almost  three 
1 (3)  times  the  amount  of  time  listening  as  reading.  Certainly  this  indicates  that  people 

I need  to  be  trained  to  listen. 
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Elnora  Malin,  author  of  an  article  on  “Hie  Art  of  Listening”  says  that  this  art  is 
a greatly  underrated  talent.  She  says  that,  “Listening  seems  to  be  one  of  the  spiritual 
attributes  for  it  is  silent,  meditative  and  in  its  perfection,  is  achieved  at  the  price  of  || 
prayer”. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  hinction  of  listening  is  to  help  a friend  or  a loved 
one  unfold  his  ideas  and  feelings  in  privacy  as  he  pours  out  his  heart. 

A taxi  driver  tells  of  the  woman  who  jumped  into  his  cab  and  immediately  began  i 
telling  all  of  her  troubles  to  him.  “Don’t  tell  me  your  troubles,  lady,  I’ve  got  enough  t 
of  my  own”.  “You’ve  got  to  listen,  my  doctor  told  me  to  tell  my  troubles  to  a stranger  i 
and  that  he’d  listen.  You’ve  got  to  listen!  Someone’s  got  to  listen!  No  one  is  listen-  • 
ing!”  I 

Did  you  ever  live  in  the  country  in  your  childhood?  Did  you  have  a party  line  I 
with  several  people  on  the  same  telephone  line?  As  long  as  there  were  only  the  two  | 
receivers  off  the  hook  — the  speaker  and  the  one  listening,  the  voices  were  strong  and  i 
clear.  One  by  one  as  other  people  on  the  line  took  their  phones  off  the  hook  and  often  i 
listened  to  the  conversation  or  broke  in  on  the  conversation,  the  connection  was  weak- 
ened. Everyone  today  seems  to  be  inwardly  yearning  for  someone  who  really  cares  : 
enough  to  listen  to  him  without  trying  to  change  him.  But  how  often  we  don’t  listen  to  | 
what  they’re  saying.  We’re  so  busy  tiying  to  break  in  on  a conversation  that  we  hear  i 
only  words  and  not  what  is  really  being  said.  Ofttimes  it  is  loneliness  on  our  part  and  t 
we’re  too  eager  to  have  someone  listen  to  us.  In  the  book.  The  Taste  of  New  Wine, 
Keith  Miller  says  that  we  don’t  even  listen,  very  often,  to  the  voice  that  is  crying  out 
to  be  really  heard,  even  in  our  own  families.  He  says  that  he  is  convinced  that  this  is  i 
one  of  the  key  reasons  for  the  tremendous  amount  of  marital  infidelity  as  the  man  i 
needs  someone  who  knows  his  weakness  and  listens  to  him,  and  accepts  him  anyway  | 
just  as  he  is,  without  trying  to  change  him.  How  often  do  we  really  listen  to  what  our 
children  are  trying  to  say  as  we  get  so  engrossed  in  the  multitude  of  sounds  and  jobs  | 
that  demand  attention?  Perhaps  this  is  one  reason  that  as  our  children  grow  older,  we  i 
no  longer  have  their  confidence.  We  haven’t  really  been  listening  to  what  they’ve  said  I 
for  years  and  they  feel  we’re  no  longer  interested. 


Clamoring  Voices  Need  Listeners 

There  are  many  voices  coming  over  my  party  line.  TThe  voices  of  the  world,  of  the 
missionaries,  of  high  school  youth,  of  college  students,  of  the  poverty  stricken,  of  mi- 
nority groups,  of  the  aged,  of  the  church  as  it  moves  toward  ecumenism,  and  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  as  they  speak  through  their  purpose  and  > 
propams.  There  is  a tremendous  bid  for  the  ear  of  each  person.  With  so  many  voices 
clamoring  to  be  heard,  the  one  who  is  listening  doesn’t  hear  many  of  them  very  clear- 
ly. We  have  a way  of  shutting  out  the  voices  — of  breaking  the  connection.  j 

The  doctor  uses  his  stethoscope  to  listen  to  the  heart  beat.  His  attention  is  fo-  i 
cused  on  one  particular  sound.  Even  the  safe  breaker  puts  his  ear  close  to  the  safe  as  I 
he  listens  to  the  tumbles  turning  as  he  tries  the  combination. 

In  the  old  movies,  one  sees  a person  who  wants  to  listen  in  on  a conversation  | 
that  is  being  held  in  another  room,  take  an  ordinary  water  glass,  put  the  glass  against  | 
a wall  and  put  his  ear  to  the  glass  which  serves  as  a conductor  of  the  sounds  he  | 
wishes  to  hear.  This  is  one  type  of  listening  that  is  an  invasion  of  privacy.  Today  j 
many  meois  are  used  to  secure  information  through  wire  tapping  and  listening  in  on  i 
private  conversations. 
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Have  you  noticed  how  often  when  someone  is  trying  to  get  your  attention  that 
they  begin  their  statement  with  the  word  “listen!”.  The  inflection  given  the  word  de- 
notes many  things.  On  the  TV  Just  before  an  advertisement,  the  ^mouacer  breaks  in 
on  the  story  or  film  to  get  your  attention  by  saying,  “Now,  listen  to  this!”.  Do  you  re- 
call the  opening  line  of  a poem  learned  many  years  ago,  “Listen,  my  children,  and  you 
shall  hear  of  the  midni^t  ride  of  Paul  Revere”  or  the  oration  which  began  “Friends, 
Romans,  Countrymen,  lend  me  your  ear”. 

In  this  day  and  age  we  have  become  very  eye  oriented.  We  depend  upon  what  we 
can  see  — the  TV  with  its  color  spectaculars,  the  Hollywood  extravaganzas  that  hold 
us  spellbound.  We  might  say  that  the  Bible  is  ear  oriented.  It  was  through  the  ear  that 
the  great  men  of  the  Bible  got  their  call  and  responded  to  it.  Abraham  was  listening 
and  responded  to  his  call.  Moses  went  out  for  forty  (40)  years  in  the  wilderness  as  the 
result  of  a call.  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Amos,  Hosea,  yes  — Christ  too  received  a call  and 
responded.  They  were  listening  — they  were  attuned  to  God’s  voice.  /- 

I’ve  been  listening  to  many  things  this  year  — to  what  is  being  said  through  the 
news  media,  throu^  tensions,  through  actions,  through  facial  expressions.  Will  you 
listen  with  me  to  some  of  the  voices  that  I’ve  heard? 

Perhaps  the  voice  that  has  come  through  to  me  most  clearly  has  been  the  voices 
of  the  women  of  the  world  — not  always  their  voices  but  the  voices  of  others  who  are 
speaking  for  them.  Since  women  in  the  United  States  received  the  right  to  vote,  they 
have  steadily  climbed  the  ladder  of  social,  political  and  economic  equality.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  read  of  the  changes  that  have  been  made  in  the  status  of  women.  We  hear 
complaints  about  sex  discrimination,  but  more  and  more  the  barrier  is  being  overcome. 
It  is  said  that  the  first  feminine  secretary  in  this  country  got  her  job  by  bursting  into 
tears. 


Columnist  Aline  Mosby  has  said  that  women  will  take  over  the  world.  This  could 
well  be  true,  for  more  and  more  women  are  taking  important  positions  formerly  held 
men.  Today  they  are  controlling  the  greater  amount  of  wealth  in  the  United  States.  On 
a panel  of  outstanding  women  at  the  Seventh  Assembly,  Mrs.  Joan  Comay,  of  Israel, 
spoke  of  the  great  status  that  women  in  the  United  States  had  achieved  but  challenge 
women  to  make  use  of  this  status.  Women  in  many  countries  are  leaders  in  government 
while  women  in  the  United  States  seem  content  to  rise  to  a rang  on  the  ladder  that  is 
just  short  of  being  where  they  should  be.  It  was  the  women  of  the  United  States  who 
led  the  way  for  women  in  other  countries  to  wage  a battle  and  strike  a blow  for  recog- 
nition as  a person.  Recently,  I read  of  changes  that  are  taking  place  in  Italy  in  the 
status  of  women.  Italy’s  government  is  taking  note  of  women  and  is  recognizing  rights 
of  equality  that  were  guaranteed  them  twenty  (20)  years  ago. 

Listen  To  Women  Of  Emerging  Nations 

Perhaps  the  country  to  which  we  must  be  listening  more  attentively  is  Africa  as 
we  hear  of  the  emergence  of  the  African  woman.  Dr.  Absolem  Villakazi  spoke  at  the 
recent  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’ s Division  on  the  opportunities  confronting  women 
in  Africa.  He  said  that  the  African  family  is  male  oriented  and  that  women  were  subor- 
dinated to  men.  Women  were  put  in  a disadvantageous  position  as  they  were  denied  an 
education  under  colonial  rale.  Even  in  our  mission  schools,  women  were  taught  only 
the  things  that  would  help  them  at  home.  Now,  this  is  changing.  In  some  countries  in 
Africa,  women  are  challenging  men  in  positions  that  have  hitherto  been  strongholds 
for  the  men,  particularly  in  governmental  roles.  Another  change  for  women  in  Africa  is 
in  the  realm  of  expectation.  As  a result  of  the  British  leaving,  women  are  moving  into 
the  positions  formerly  held  by  the  British  colonials.  They  are  moving  into  the  homes 
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formerly  used  by  the  colonials.  They  are  organizing  and  heading  businesses.  One  in- 
teresting comment  that  Dr.  Villakazi  made  was  the  effect  that  this  freedom  might  have 
on  the  women  who  preferred  to  work  rather  than  to  marry.  In  Africa  there  is  no  place 
for  a spinster.  The  men  have  found  that  as  women  take  advantage  of  the  freedom  they 
have  gained,  they  are  losing  their  charm.  But  women  in  Africa  are  making  great  strides 
and  in  the  right  direction. 

We  hear  that  women  in  some  countries  are  marching  alongside  the  men  who  are 
fitting  on  the  battlefront.  The  urge  for  women  to  change  came  before  independence. 
When  one  became  a Christian,  she  began  to  change.  Most  African  leaders  would  say, 
“I  am  here  because  of  my  mother.” 

It  is  in  the  United  Nations  that  one  sees  the  women  coming  into  their  own.  There 
were  one  hundred  thirty-two  (132)  women  delegates  to  the  twenty-first  session  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Ten  years  ago  there  were  only  eighty  delegates  who  were  women. 
It  is  generally  recognized  that  these  women  won  their  U.  N.  positions  because  of  their 
competence,  in  spite  of  their  sex. 

“Their  role  in  the  United  Nations  is  the  same  as  men.  They  must  do  their  jobs 
based  upon  merit,  not  because  they  are  women.”  They  have  moved  into  significant 
places  of  leadership.  They  have  held  important  jobs  in  their  own  communities.  Even 
the  Soviet  Union  is  recognizing  the  abilities  of  women. 

Dr.  Willa  Player,  president  of  Bennett  College  for  ten  years,  who  now  holds  an 
important  position  with  the  H.  E.  W.  Department  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  spoke  of  the 
emerging  and  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  women  in  education.  As  she  participated 
on  a panel  at  the  meeting  of  the  division,  she  deplored  the  fact  that  today  women  earn 
only  about  ten  percent  of  all  the  doctorates  given,  that  only  eight  percent  of  the  women 
holding  teaching  positions  on  college  faculties  have  the  title  of  professor.  Dr.  Player 
said  that  of  the  seventy-nine  million  people  in  labor,  one-third  of  them  are  women.  We 
have  the  opportunities  and  the  resources  but  as  we  gain  these,  our  desire  to  excel 
seems  to  decrease  proportionately. 

Each  day,  women  are  being  called  to  leadership  in  more  and  different  ways.  Are 
we  listening  so  that  when  the  call  comes  we  may  be  prepared  and  respond? 

As  women,  we  must  leam  to  listen  to  the  pauses  in  conversations  - to  listen 
with  concern  to  problems  that  are  demanding  attention,  to  cries  of  people  who  want 
dignity. 

Listen  to  Voice  from  Campus 

Other  voices  that  are  clamoring  to  be  heard  are  those  of  our  young  people  and 
college  students.  At  a recent  convocation  campus  ministry,  I listened  to  many  things, 
one  of  the  speakers  gave  some  startling  statistics  which  were  backed  up  by  surveys 
made  of  students.  He  said  that  there  exists  in  many  colleges  today  an  army  of  petty 
thieves.  He  smd  that  one  out  of  four  engage  in  petty  thievery,  in  shoplifting. 

The  American  Council  on  Education  released  figures  that  were  equally  startling. 
One  educator  told  of  surveys  made  of  206,865  current  freshmen  at  251  colleges  and 
universities.  These  figures  revealed  that  more  than  twenty  percent  of  the  freshmen  ad- 
mitted cheating  on  examinations.  Of  these  who  admitted  cheating,  twenty-four  percent 
were  men  and  sixteen  percent  were  women.  I must  admit  that  I was  horrified  when  I 
heard  this  — but  equally  so  when  I heard  that  among  the  general  public  cheating, 
drinking,  stealing,  L.S.D.  and  sex  orgies  are  up  ninety-three  percent. 
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It  is  true  that  there  is  confosion  and  agitation  on  the  college  campus,  but  there 
are  many  young  people,  a great  percentage  of  those  in  college,  who  are  doing  coura- 
geous things  as  they  go  about  their  studies,  many  who  give  outstanding  leadership  in 
Christian  activities  and  in  other  fields.  We  do  not  hear  about  these.  We  haven’t  been 
listening.  Nor  have  we  been  listening  to  find  out  how  young  people  really  feel  and 
what  causes  them  to  act  as  they  do. 

In  the  early  history  of  the  United  States,  we  learned  that  the  scouts  who  cut 
trails  through  the  wilderness  and  who  led  wagon  trains  across  the  country,  and  the  In- 
dians who  listened  with  their  ear  to  the  ground,  could  tell  whether  or  not  it  was  one 
person  or  a great  many  who  were  coming;  if  they  were  coming  on  foot  or  on  horseback; 
if  they  were  enemy  or  friend.  Surely  we  need  to  put  our  ears  to  the  ground  and  listen 
to  our  young  people. 

In  his  book,  A Hard  Rain  and  A Cross,  Dr.  Harold  De  Wolf  relates  an  incident 
that  definitely  points  up  the  need  to  be  a listener  to  the  young  people  and  to  try  to 
help  them  find  answers  to  their  questions.  A young  university  graduate  asked  Dr.  De 
Wolf  if  he  had  time  to  listen  to  a song.  He  said  that  some  people  thought  it  was  a 
cxBzy  song,  that  it  was  banned  from  most  radio  and  TV  stations  because  advertisers 
thou^t  it  morbid  and  disturbing.  He  was  considered  anti-religious  and  neurotic.  But 
as  Dr.  De  Wolf  listened  to  the  song  he  said  that  he  listened  with  bowed  head  and  a 
reverent  spirit  because  the  song  was  as  true  as  it  was  shocking.  What  it  had  to  say 
needed  to  be  said  — for  it  revealed  what  a lot  of  young  people  are  feeling.  Just  as  the 
song,  by  Bob  Dylan,  “A  Hard  Rain’s  A Gonna  Fall”,  is  expressing  one  thought  and 
feeling  — others  are  ssying  something  else  that  must  also  be  listened  to.  Mr.  W.  H. 
Audon,  one  of  our  modem  poets,  has  described  the  twentieth-century  youth  in  vivid 
terms.  “To  be  young,”  he  says,  “means  to  be  on  edge,  to  be  held  waiting  in  a packed 
lounge  for  a personal  call  from  long  distance  for  the  low  voice  that  defines  one’s  fu- 
ture.” Yes,  we  need  to  listen  to  the  voice  of  the  young  people  as  they  speak  through 
many  mediums.  Do  you  hear  what  I heat  in  some  of  the  music  sung  by  the  young  peo- 
ple, or  do  you  get  so  involved  in  the  beat  that  you  don’t  listen  to  what  is  being  said? 

We  are  aware  of  many  voices  calling  for  help.  Some  of  these  cries  have  become 
so  dramatic,  so  visual,  that  we  have  listened.  But  there  are  other  voices  crying  for 
help,  cries  so  weak  that  we  don’t  heed  them.  We  aren’t  listening  for  fear  of  getting 
involved. 

Dr.  Tracy  Jones,  in  a series  of  lectures  which  were  put  into  a book  entitled  The 
Missionary  Intruder,  tells  of  the  many  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  lives  of 
missionaries.  He  says  that  the  missionary  today  is  called  to  intrude  into  human  affairs 
with  the  sure  recognition  of  God’s  controlling  purpose  in  history.  They  are  listening 
for  God’s  voice  to  direct  them  amidst  the  turmoil  and  chaos  of  a multitude  of  revolu- 
tions that  are  being  carried  on. 

Listen  For  Voice  Of  God 

What  would  your  reaction  be  if  you  heard  an  announcer  say,  “The  next  voice  you 
hear  will  be  that  of  God”?  Would  you  listen  attentively  or  would  you  think  it  another 
gimmick  to  get  your  attention? 

Most  of  us  are  too  sophisticated  today  to  expect  a voice  to  come  from  heaven  to 
us.  We  might  say  this  doesn’t  happen  anymore.  With  direct  dialing  on  the  telephone, 
we  hear  a voice  of  a friend  or  a member  of  the  family  way  across  the  continent,  and 
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we  listen  with  interest  and  joy  to  what  they’re  saying.  Surely  God  continues  to  speak  t 
to  us  but  we  don’t  answer  the  telephone.  The  telephone  receiver  has  been  taken  off  ^ 
the  hook.  We  are  not  giving  it  our  full  attention.  We  need  to  put  our  receivers  back  on  it 
the  hook  and  atune  our  lives  to  God  so  that  we  will  be  receptive  to  some  information,  , 
to  some  voice  from  heaven  that  says  something  to  us  beyond  what  the  world  is  saying  , 
to  us.  God  has  our  area  code  as  well  as  our  personal  number.  Sometimes  his  call  never  ; i 
gets  through.  He  gets  a busy  signal,  a D.  A.  doesn’t  answer.  Think  about  people  of  I 
whom  you’ve  read  who  have  received  calls.  Jane  Adams,  Florence  Nightingale,  Martin 
Luther,  John  Wesley,  David  Livingston,  Albert  Schweitzer  and  hundreds  and  hundreds  l 
more  who  had  a call  because  they  were  listening  when  it  came.  Some  of  us  may  sin-  | 
cerely  want  to  hear  a call  but  can’t  because  we  have  not  become  sensitive  to  the  i 
voice  of  God.  Some  of  us  listening  to  Beethoven’s  Fifth  Symphony  would  say  that  it  i 
sounds  like  thunder  while  others  would  say  it  had  the  sound  of  angels.  Just  as  we  i 
have  to  learn  to  understand  great  music,  so  we  have  to  grow  to  understand  the  deep  | 
things  of  God.  We  must  listen  not  only  with  our  ears  and  minds,  but  with  our  hearts,  i) 
The  heart  and  mind  must  keep  pace  with  each  other  in  learning  about  life  and  our  s 
world.  “To  be  alive  today  is  to  be  waiting,  listening,  anxious  to  find  the  meaning  of 
life,  to  hear  God’s  voice  that  we  may  know  how  we  may  be  used  to  carry  His  ’total 
mission  to  a total  world’’’. 

Are  we  listening  to  the  theme  “The  Total  Mission  to  a Total  World’’  and  what 
this  theme  implies?  It  means  that  it  is  God’s  mission  in  which  we  have  been  given  a | 
part  to  see  that  it  reaches  people  next  door  or  in  India  — to  people  everywhere—  to  f 
the  whole  world.  t 

We  as  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  have  a part  ■ 
in  making  possible  the  carrying  of  this  total  mission  to  a total  world.  Let  us  be  listen-  i 
ing  for  God’s  voice  to  speak  to  us.  Let  us  respond.  '

REPORTS  OF  CONFEREMCE  OFFICERS 
CAMPUS  MINISTRY 
Mrs.  Robert  Bingham,  Secretory 

As  the  “generation  gap”  continues  to  widen,  the  church’s  ministry  to  young 
adults  on  the  college  campus  becomes  increasingly  more  difficult.  The  problem  of 
communication  between  generations  has  been  the  emphasis  of  the  Secretary  for  Cam- 
pus Ministry  this  past  year.  Suggested  reading  materials  help  focus  on  the  problem  of 
communication.  Secretaries  have  been  urged  to  discover  what  programming,  what  em- 
phasis in  their  local  church  will  best  help  the  local  congregation  understand  the  young 
adult. 

In  November  of  1966,  the  Louisiana  Conference  held  a “Convocation  on  Univer- 
sity Life’’  at  the  Louisiana  State  University  Wesley  Foundation.  In  attendance  were 
leaders  from  all  areas  in  the  church,  episcopacy.  District,  Board  of  Education,  Secre- 
taries for  Campus  Ministry,  Board  members  of  Wesley  Foundations,  college  faculty 
members,  and  students.  As  the  group  studied  together  the  problems  and  needs  of  the 
college  student  and  the  role  of  the  church  and  the  Wesley  Foundations,  a deeper  un- 
derstanding of  the  problems  we  are  facing  today  began  to  emerge.  Many  of  the  recom- 
mendations made  at  this  time  for  our  local  conference  are  also  found  in  the  new  report 
issued  this  spring  by  the  Board  of  Education.  This  report.  The  Campus  Ministry  of  the 
Methodist  Church  No.  1026-H  E may  be  secured  from  the  Board  of  Education,  P.O.  Box 
871,  Nashville,  Tenn.  and  is  must  reading  for  all  Secretaries  for  Campus  Ministry.

The  secretaries  of  Membership  Cultivation  are  key  women  and  have  great  oppor- 
tunities as  well  as  great  responsibilities,  for  our  concern  is  WOMEN  and  what  their 
relationship  to  the  church  is  depends  on  many  of  us.  This  concern  has  been  evidenced 
by  reports  of  better  programs,  better  ways  of  reaching  new  members,  more  interest 
groups  that  give  women  the  opportunity  of  SERVICE  and  more  groups  who  are  having 
SELF-STUDY  sessions. 

Although  statistics  show  that  the  membership  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year,  we 
feel  that  it  is  a healthy  sign,  since  we  see  evidence  of  more  accurate  tolls.  We  rea- 
lize that  we  have  many  potential  members  that  have  not  been  reached,  but  we  are 
encouraged  by  the  many  young  women  who  are  becoming  interested  in  the  Society  and 
Guild  and  feel  that  their  enthusiasm,  as  well  as  methods,  are  a great  asset. 

We  are  aware  that  our  most  important  task  is  to  make  Christ  known  to  all  women, 

both  in  our  organization  and  in  our  own  personal  lives. 
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MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 
Mrs.  Garland  Dean,  Secretary 

The  emphasis  on  joint  training  and  Joint  planning  for  missionary  education  has 
resulted  in  new  opportunities  for  missionary  education  leaders  on  all  levels.  Follow- 
ing the  cooperative  pattern  being  set  in  National,  Regional  and  Jurisdictional  Meet- 
ings, specific  groups  of  men  were  invited  to  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission 
in  1966.  Interest  was  evident,  even  thou^  attendance  small. 

Another  first  was  the  joint  planning  and  training  on  a district  basis,  which  re- 
sulted in  six  of  eight  districts  holding  twenty  Mission  Study  Conferences.  Training 
was  given  815  local  leaders  bn  the  planning  and  promotion  of  studies  in  the  local 
churdi,  the  themes  being,  AFFLUEIfCE  AND  POVERTY:  DILEMMA  FOR  CHRIS- 
TIANS and  JAMES  AND  I PETER. 

Woman’s  Society  reports  show  a total  of  383  study  classes,  many  church-wide, 
with  11,284  adults  attending.  Reports  indicate  personal  involvement  was  stressed. 
One  secretary,  summing  it  up,  stated  that  they  were  “striving  to  be  doers  of  the  word 
and  not  hearers  only,”  yet  preparing  themselves  to  listen  to  God. 

Another  area  of  emphasis  is  that  of  “keeping  in  touch”  with  the  National  and 
World  Division  workers  especially  related  to  out  conference,  a directory  of  these  com- 
missioned and  especially  appointed  workers  being  in  this  journal. 


MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL

Many  thrilling  experiences  in  the  area  of  Missionary  Personnel  have  taken  place 
during  this  year.  One  of  the  high  moments  was  when  the  Board  of  Missions  had  the 
opportunity  of  accepting  Mrs.  Nell  Coulter  Peach  for  service.  The  former  Miss  Nell 
Coulter  is  from  Monroe  and  attended  Northeast  College.  Our  prayers  and  support  will 
go  with  this  fine  young  woman  in  her  new  field  of  service.  Louisiana  was  also  repre- 
sented by  a full  quota  of  young  people  at  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah 
in  1966. 

District  Secretaries  have  participated  in  the  planning  of  Christian  Vocations 
Workshops,  a project  that  has  been  greatly  neglected  for  a number  of  years.  There  was 
also  a Conference  Christian  Vocations  Workshop  held  this  year  which  was  planned  by 
the  Conference  Board  of  Christian  Vocations  and  another  one  of  its  kind  will  be  held 
in  1968.  Eight  out  of  eight  secretaries  attended  the  Officers’  Training  and  plans  were 
made  for  a more  concerted  effort  in  reaching  young  people  interested  in  Church  re- 
lated vocations. 

The  1966  Youth  Mission  Tour  left  Baton  Rouge  on  July  18,  traveling  throu^ 
Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  returned 
to  Baton  Rouge  on  July  30.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Oldham  directed  the  tour  which  included 

36  young  people  from  33  different  churches.  The  1967  tour  is  planned  for  June  4 to 

June  16,  1967. 

Each  of  us  must  continue  to  strive  to  create  new  understanding  of  the  opportuni- 
ties for  Christian  Vocation  in  all  of  life.

The  very  attractive  and  informative  literature  which  is  constantly  rolling  off  the 
presses  at  Service  Center  make  the  Methodist  Woman  one  of  the  best  informed,  most 
widely  read  women  in  the  world,  and  make  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  Program  Ma- 
terials both  challenging  and  inspiring.  Many  new  and  helpful  booklets,  such  as  the 
one  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and  the  new  handbook  for  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women,  have  been  added  to  the  many  tools  already  available  for  officers. 
It  was  gratifying  to  see  so  many  of  our  women  using  the  book  rooms  at  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission  and  the  Annual  Meeting,  both  for  browsing  and  buying.

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  CULTIVATION

District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  have  been  involved  this  year  in 
a search  for  ways  to  undergird  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  of  the  entire 
church  with  a deep  awareness  of  God’s  supreme  place  in  all  of  life. 

This  has  been  the  theme  of  worship  at  executive  meetings  and  was  the  underly- 
ing theme  of  the  Self  Study  in  Pineville,  April  18—19,  for  the  conference  executive 
committee  including  district  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  and  vice  presi- 
dents. The  Feminine  Crisis  in  Christian  Faith  by  Elizabeth  Achtemeier  was  used  as 
resource.  . • . . 

Evaluation  reports  this  spring  asked  local  secretaries  to  converse  with  five 
women  about  the  meaning  of  “spiritual”.  Composite  reports  show  an  awareness  Iqr  the 
women  of  the  need  for  a better  understanding  of  the  spiritual  and  its  place  in  daily 
life.  Concerned  study  is  increasing  and  local  secretaries  noted  that  women  appreci- 
ated an  opportunity  to  enter  into  dialogue  about  the  meaning  of  “spiritual”.  One  local 
secretary  reported,  “I  didn’t  realize  how  receptive  women  would  be  to  conversation  on 
spiritual  matters.”  Another  said,  “There  are  guidelines  for  us  in  this.”  We  need  to 
consider  prayerfully  their  significance.

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1967  YOUTH  MISSION  TOUR 


Mrs.  John  R.  Oldham,  Chairman 

The  sixth  annual  Mission  Tour  sponsored  by  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  will  be  held  in  the  spring  of  1967  from  June  4—17.  The 
itinerary  will  include  several  stops  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  with  particular 
interest  on  mission  projects  in  southern  Florida. 

The  tour  directors  will  be  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  R.  Oldham  of  Baton  Rouge.  Mr.  Old- 
ham is  the  District  Director  of  Youth  Work  for  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  and  Mrs. 
Oldham  is  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  They  were  also  directors  of  the  1966  tour  which  covered  some 
3,000  miles  of  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and 
Louisiana.  Thirty-six  young  people  participated  in  this  tour. 

The  cost  of  the  tour  will  be  $90.00  per  person,  which  includes  meals  and  trans- 
portation. Ovemi^t  stops  are  made  at  the  projects  visited  or  in  churches  along  the 
route,  which  necessitates  sleeping  bags  or  bedrolls. 

Selection  of  tour  members  will  be  made  by  a committee  from  applications  re- 
ceived. An  applicant  must  be  a junior  or  senior  in  high  school,  or  college  age  and 
active  in  his  church  or  student  group.

Many  young  people  have  commented  on  the  new  understanding  of  the  ministry  of 
the  church  which  has  come  to  them  as  a result  of  seeing  the  church  at  work  in  so 
many  varied  ways.  A real  sense  of  Christian  fellowship  has  also  been  developed 
among  tour  members.  The  1966  group  held  a reunion  in  December,  1966.

In  recent  months,  much  attention  has  been  directed  toward  the  federally  spon- 
sored project  known  as  “Headstart.”  The  stated  objective  of  this  program  is  to  pro- 
vide culturally  deprived  pre-school  children  with  special  training  and  experiences  to 
prepare  them  for  the  more  technical  processes  of  formal  classroom  learning. 
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To  accomplish  these  objectives  a specialized  program  of  educational  activities 
such  as  painting,  clay  modeling,  building  with  blocks,  listening  to  and  dramatizing 
stories,  rhymes  and  action  songs  are  used  to  advantage.  Contacts  with  the  world 
about  them  are  provided  by  visits  to  the  zoo,  the  bank,  the  post  office,  the  library, 
parks  and  playgrounds,  etc.  Group  activities  furnish  opportunities  to  learn  to  share 
and  get  along  with  other  children.  They  also  leam  to  adjust  to  being  away  from  home 
and  familiar  surroundings.  All  of  which  is  designed  to  prepare  the  child  to  adjust 
more  readily  to  school  life. 

Now  this  is  exactly  what  Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center  has  been  doing 
for  over  forty  years.  Over  this  period  of  time  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  from  various 
circumstances  and  environments  have  come  under  the  training  and  influence  of  this 
institution.  Investigation  and  contacts  with  many  of  our  former  pupils  have  shown 
that  the  training  and  experiences  received  at  Peoples  have  been  reflected  in  the 
progress  and  achievements  of  these  young  people  upon  entering  school. 

Peoples  Center,  of  course,  goes  a few  steps  further  giving  religious  training  and 
all  day  care  for  children  of  working  parents  in  a pleasant  homelike  atmosphere.  Here 
they  eat  and  sleep  and  play,  in  addition  to  learning. 

Bible  school  and  a day  camp  program  provide  summer  activities  for  additional 
age  groups.  Then,  too,  there  are  the  athletic  clubs  and  Girl  Scouts  providing  after- 
noon interests  for  teenagers  in  the  community. 

Because  there  is  such  a great  demand  for  day  care  and  pre-school  services,  and 
because  of  limited  facilities,  the  primary  grade  classes  were  discontinued  this  year 
and  the  entire  area  devoted  to  Nursery  and  Kindergarten  groups.  The  present  enroll- 
ment of  five  groups  now  stands  at  205. 

We  owe  a deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  for 
their  very  generous  contributions  of  financial  help  and  interest  manifested  in  the 
work  of  this  institution.

The  purpose  of  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  is  to  offer  a program  of  group  work, 
informal  education,  recreation,  camping,  enrichment  of  life  for  the  individual  and  fam- 
ily, and  for  the  betterment  of  the  community  of  whidi  it  is  a part.  It  serves  people  of 
any  racial,  cultural,  or  ethnic  groups.  Its  primary  goal  is  to  serve  the  neighborhood 
which  is  rapidly  changing.  The  economic  level  of  the  participating  families  is  chang- 
ing from  that  of  the  low  to  middle-middle  class,  to  that  of  the  low-low  and  culturally 
deprived. 

We  offer  basketball,  volleyball,  softball,  and  physical  fitness.  The  ©rm  is  open 
one  ni^t  each  week;  the  game  room  is  open  for  ping-pong,  pool,  and  table  games;  the 
swimming  pool  is  now  open  for  the  year  round  instead  of  the  summer  months;  and  the 
wood-working  shop  is  open  one  night  each  week  for  a class  of  boys  learning  to  use 
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simple  tools  under  the  leadership  of  a vohmteer  who  enjoys  boys  aod  tools.  We  have 
two  sewiag  classes  and  plan  to  establish  a drop-in-sewiag-ceater,  where  folks  can 
come  to  do  theit  mending. 

The  area  of  the  buiidiag  which  has  bees  used  very  little  siaca  the  closiag  of 
the  Day  Care  Center  la  1960  has  been  redecorated  aad  is  teiag  converted  into  an  of- 
■ fice  wing  and  staff  libraty-lounge. 

Snee  1962  we  have  been  offering  a preschool  in  tfie  Iberville  Housiag  Project 
three  mornings  a week  and  two  classes  of  English  for  Spanish-speakiag  people.  Dar- 
: ing  the  somnier  nioaths,  a Play  Party  Program  was  held  in  the  project  oa  two  after- 
I noons  a week.  This  was  sponsored  by  St.  Mark’s  and  staffed  by  a volunteer  work- 

I camp  poup  of  college  students  from  ail  over  the  United  Sates  who  came  to  New 

Orleans  for  two  months  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  National  Board  of  Missions  and 
I the  Methodist  Student  Movement  to  help  them  get  acipainted  with  the  problems  of  the 
! Inner-City.  Most  of  their  summer  work  was  with  the  Inner-City  Miaistif  of  TTie  Metho- 
dist Church  ill  the  area  of  old  Felicity  Methodist  Church. 

The  camping  program  will  continue  tb  increase.  The  swisniniag  pool,  a dream  for 
several  years,  has  finally  been  built  at  a cost  of  $6,952.89,  in  loving  memoif  of  Mrs. 
Canmol  Tackaberiy,  a former  president  of  the  Board  of  S;.  Mark’s  Comranaity  Center 
and  an  active  leader  in  the  total  life  of  the  cfearch.  It  is  almost  paid  for. 

Senfiag  the  needs  of  the  neighborhood  for  the  next  several  years  will  be  a diffi- 
cult task  as  we  re-evaluate  and  perhaps  redefine  the  goals  and  purposes  of  the  cea- 
I'  ter  and  at  the  same  time  continue  to  learn  more  of  the  needs  of  tie  aew  group  coming 
|i  to  us  for  service.

The  new  and  lovely  Hooper  Cottage  on  the  campus  of  lacDonell  Methodist  Cen- 
ter will  be  formally  dedicated  on  Sunday,  April  9th  at  3:00  p.m.  Friends  are  cordially

Th©  cottage  has  been  in  use  since  &ptember  of  1966  and  is  proviag  itself  m 
i efficient  facility  for  the  program  of  child  care.  It  houses  10  boys  and  has  a two-room 
j apartment  for  their  housepareat,  a room  for  the  relief  housepareat,  aad  a kitchen- 
j dining-living  room  that  wraps  isround  one  end  of  the  buiidiag  in  ao  "L”.  Spacious 
( windows  on  every  side  and  simple  interior  desipi  allow  ^od  supervision  of  the  boys 
at  all  times.  Hie  “old  brick”  exterior  of  the  buildiEg  aad  its  white  tile  roof  Head 
^ with  the  colonial  style  of  other  bulHiniS  oa  campus  and  with  the  beauty  of  the  cam- 
pus itself. 

MacDeneli  is  working  toward  a second  modem  rnttage  whidi  will  replace  McCoy 
Hall.  McCoy,  not  oripnally  plamed  to  be  a group-living  unit  for  children,  was  built 
( at  the  same  time  as  the  first  Hooper  Hall  as  the  laundry,  dimng  room  and  kitchen  of 
the  MaeDonell  French  Mission  School.  It  has  been  used  for  a number  of  years  as 
( hottsiag  for  teenage  boys  but  the  inflexibility  of  its  floor  plan,  limited  storage  space, 
^ and  a number  of  safety  factors  make  it  unsatisfactory  for  continued  group  living  pur- 
i poses.  Tie  building  could  be  used  far  more  efficiently  to  meet  other  needs  of  Mac- 
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Donell’s  program  if  housing  were  available  elsewhere  for  the  boys  who  now  live  in 
McCoy.  At  the  1967  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Oiurch  an  ap- 
propriation of  $40,000  was  made  to  replace  McCoy  Hall. 

Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  pledged 
$10,000  at  their  1966  Annual  Meetings  as  a supplementary  gift  to  help  defray  the  cost 
of  building  and  furnishing  these  two  cottages.  The  amount,  which  is  less  than  $1.00 
per  member,  was  to  be  accumulated  over  a period  not  to  exceed  seven  years.  This 
supplementary  gift  can  be  submitted  to  the  conference  treasurer  ahead  ofTher^even 
year  schedule  and  has  in  fact  been  coming  in  at  a rate  much  ahead  of  conference  ex- 
pectations. 

A supplementary  gift  such  as  this  one  is  given  otter  the  regular  pledge  to  mis- 
sions and  the  regular  supply  askings  are  met.  The  sincere  concern  and  interest  that 
the  members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  have  in  MacDonell  Center  is  apparent  in  their  response  to  this  special  need. 
We  who  work  at  the  mission  project  are  aware  of  the  real  need  for  this  continued  sup- 
port and  we  are  grateful  for  it.

THE  YEAR  OF  EXPANSION  AND  EXPERIMENTATION  could  very  well  be  the 
title  of  the  annual  report  this  year. 

Our  program  started  with  the  establishing  of  geographical  service  boundaries, 
which  include  all  of  Ward  Four,  after  which  the  Center  sponsored  a Head  Start  pro- 
gram from  June  27  through  August  19  financed  by  the  Federal  Government.  Mr.  Howard 
Martin  directed  this  activity  which  was  staffed  mostly  with  persons  who  were  unfamil- 
iar with  the  program  of  the  Center.  The  program  served  87  children  with  a staff  of  23 
persons  and  a total  expenditure  of  $36,981,  of  which  $3,360  was  the  Center’s  in-kind 
share. 

Another  major  program  was  that  of  a two-week  Vacation  Church  School  for  chil- 
dren of  all  faiths  which  included  over  125  children  and  was  staffed  by  students  of  the 
University  of  Southern  Illinois  Wesley  Foundation.  This  group  also  worked  in  the 

afternoons  repairing  and  repainting  Miss  Hooper’s  home. 

The  Center  had  25  group  activity  sessions  during  the  summer  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Morgan  with  an  average  attendance  of  32  children  in  each  group.  She  was  as- 
sisted, not  only  by  other  staff  members,  but  also  by  youth  of  the  Houma  Heights  Meth- 
odist Church  who  volunteered  over  300  hours  of  their  services. 

For  the  second  year,  the  past  summer  we  were  honored  to  have  a MYFund  Team 
with  us.  This  group  of  three  were  here  to  work  and  get  acquainted  with  the  mission  of 
the  church  so  they,  in  turn,  could  go  home  and  promote  MYFund  giving  to  their  local 
conferences.  Fourteen  youth,  the  MYFund  Team,  Mrs.  Moon,  and  I had  a pleasant  ten- 
day  tour  of  Texas,  visiting  church-related  institutions.  Six  Flags,  and  many  historical 
sights. 
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Our  services  were  doubled  this  past  fall.  The  survey  that  was  made  in  the  sum- 
mer revealed  that  there  were  150  children  per  year  entering  the  first  grade  within  our 
geographical  boundaries.  It  became  evident  that  we  were  not  serving  even  one-fourth 
of  the  children  in  our  preschool  proiram.  "Hie  Head  Start  program  gave  us  an  “in- 
road” into  the  Negro  and  white  community  which  could  not  be  neglected.  A plan  was 
developed  to  integrate  the  program  and  double  its  capacity  whereby  children  were  en- 
rolled in  two  sessions  of  three  classes  each.  We  knew  that  this  would  be  an  extra 
strain  on  the  teachers  and  that  we  did  not  have  the  finances  to  continue  this  unless 
additional  finances  were  forthcoming.  Financing  for  the  project  did  not  increase  and 
it  was  apparent  that  the  situation  had  to  be  altered.  On  the  first  of  February  the  after- 
noon session  was  dropped  and  those  who  were  most  regular  in  attendance  were  shifted 
to  the  morning  session  and  a limit  of  85  children  was  set,  even  though  our  working 
capacity  is  72.  Our  preschool  program,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Moon,  is  proud  of 
being  an  integrated  group  both  in  pupils  and  in  its  teaching  staff. 


Miss  Patti  Smith,  a U.S.-2  from  Rochester,  New  York,  was  assigned  to  Dulac 
this  fall  and  is  working  as  a kindergarten  teacher,  with  the  Go  Go  Gang,  a teen  girls 
group,  and  the  Girl  Scouts.  Mr.  Jimmy  Hebert  was  employed  this  fall  as  a group  work- 
er for  boys  from  third  grade  and  up.  This  was  a nine-month  contract,  as  Mr.  Hebert  is 
a school  teacher  and  stayed  out  to  attend  college  this  year.  He  works  with  the  Boy 
Scouts,  Go  Go  Gang,  Boys  Athletic  groups,  and  a craft  group.  The  teams  have  been 
integrated  and  much  understanding  has  developed  out  of  this  program.  Mrs,  Irene 
j Morgan  has  been  on  our  staff  for  the  past  three  years  as  a part-time  group  worker  with 

i elementary  sdiool  children.  9ie  has  organized  a new  group  this  year  working  with  ce- 

ramics. This  group  has  been  able  to  freely  design  their  own  articles  and  they  have 
shown  much  artistic  talent.  Mrs.  Morgan  will  not  be  with  us  next  year  as  her  family 
plans  to  move  to  Texas  where  she  will  be  doing  public  school  teaching. 


The  statistical  report  reveals  that  the  Center  has  served  382  persons  in  regu- 
larly sdieduled  group  activities  plus  the  many  seasonal  activities  and  individual 
counseling.  There  were  743  persons  who  were  administered  inoculations  at  our  health 
clinics  this  year. 


Mrs.  Bessie  Harding  is  now  in  charge  of  our  clothing  sales  held  in  our  new 
building.  It  is  a joy  for  the  people  to  shop  at  our  new  sales  room,  and  this  is  apparent 
as  sales  have  increased  since  our  moving. 


The  Center  was  allocated  $100,000  this  past  year  for  the  replacement  of  the  old 
school  building.  The  new  constraction  was  started  in  July  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Robert  Reed,  Property  Consultant  for  the  National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  The  Methodist  Church.  The  new  residence  is  a duplex  consisting  of  a three  bed- 
room apartment  for  the  Director  and  his  family  and  a two  bedroom  apartment  for  an- 
other employee  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  There  is  also  a guest  accommodation  in  the 
new  structure.  An  addition  was  built  onto  the  Center  building  which  will  replace  the 
service  area  of  the  old  building  and  includes  office  space,  photographic  laboratory, 
medical  clinic,  teaching  kitchen,  library,  clothing  sales  room,  teachable  retarded 
clinic,  and  a craft  shop.  The  dedication  and  open  house  for  these  two  buildings  will 
be  held  on  Sunday,  September  10,  at  4:00  p.m.

THE  BUSINESS  GIRLS’  INN

The  vision  of  a few  dedicated  Christiai  women,  genuinely  concerned  about  the 
safety  and  Christian  growth  of  girls  who  were  coming  into  the  city  to  work,  came  to 
fruition  on  January  30,  1928  when  Methodist  women  of  the  Shreveport- Bossier  City 
area  made  concrete  plans  for  a residence  for  young  women.  Founders’  Day  Obser- 
vance, January  28  and  29,  1967  heralded  the  beginning  of  the  fortieth  year  of  service 
for  The  Business  Girls’  Inn,  the  residence  founded  and  supported  through  duress  and 
struggle. 

The  January  observance  was  to  lift  up  the  purpose  of  The  Inn  for  all  who  would 
see  and  to  look  at  past  achievements  as  well  as  present  needs.  The  success  of  the 
two  days  was  so  great  as  to  be  almost  phenomenal  in  reaching  the  goals  set. 

During  the  current  year  a good  staff  has  become  a good  working  team  marked  by 
unusually  fine  rapport,  individual  skills  coming  to  light  through  in-service  and  on-the- 
job  training  and  individual  growth  as  the  task  of  The  Inn  unfolded.  Of  the  five  mem- 
bers of  the  professional  staff  three  live  in  The  Inn  and  two  come  in  on  a part-time 
basis.  A maintenance  staff  of  seven  part-time  workers  completes  a total  staff  of 
twelve. 


Development  among  the  residents  themselves  includes  a growing  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility for  each  other,  for  their  lives  within  and  without  The  Inn.  A pilot  experi- 
ence of  an  elected  House  Council  representing  the  fifty  girls  who  live  in  The  Inn  is 
frau^t  with  growing  pains  as  the  Council  and  those  whom  it  represents  experiment 
with  organization  and  function. 


The  two  story  brick  colonial  structure  has  been  undergoing  a much  needed  face 
lifting,  having  caulking  done,  shutters  replaced,  columns  and  brick  restored  to  the 
original  gleaming  white  with  fresh  paint.  Worn  out  doors  have  been  replaced  with  new 
ones  chosen  for  better  appearance  and  greater  safety.  A dormitory  suite  has  been 
completely  redecorated:  walls  painted,  new  blinds  matching  wall  color,  window 
drapes  for  the  first  time,  matching  or  coordinated  color  in  bedspreads  and  blankets, 
furniture  refinished  and  mattresses  rebuilt.  The  Director’s  suite  has  been  redone 
through  a special  gift.  A second  dormitory  suite  — two  rooms  and  bath  — is  being 
redecorated. 


The  Inn  has  to  depend  on  special  gifts  entirely  for  the  refurbishing  of  rooms 
and  is  grateful  to  individuals  and  groups  who  have  made  the  beginning  of  this  long- 
range  plan  possible.  Other  needs  have  been  met  through  generous  response  to  cash 
for  supply  askings. 


The  vision  of  the  Board  of  Directors  reflecting  the  vision  of  those  women  of 
near-forty  years  ago  has  spurred  them  to  increased  effort  to  fulfill  the  need  for  the 
residence,  more  acute  today  than  ever  before.  The  prayer  of  all  the  concerned  is  that 
as  The  Inn  enters  its  fortieth  year  of  service  the  needs  of  young  women  may  be  met 
as  long  as  needs  exist.

“WHAT  IS  WESLEY  FOUNDATION?”  At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Semester  our 
student  president  challenged  each  of  us  with  our  responsibility  to  witness  for  Christ 
on  the  campus.  The  witness  these  students  make  for  Christ  is  not  when  they  gradu- 
ate, but  it  is  now  in  all  phases  of  campus  activities. 

It  is  the  opportunity  at  vesper  services  to  share  their  faith  with  other  students. 
A student  who  spoke  at  vespers  later  told  me;  “My  Christian  faith  used  to  be  very 
personal  with  me  and  I did  not  want  to  share  it  with  others.  But  since  I have  been 
coming  to  Wesley  Foundation  I want  to  share  my  faith  with  others.”  As  they  stand 
‘ behind  the  pulpit  their  messages  are  not  copied  from  a book,  but  from  their  own  ex- 
I periences  of  Christ.  Many  students  pause  during  a busy  day  for  prayer  and  meditation 
[ in  the  diapel.  On  the  bulletin  board  is  this  poster;  “Having  a busy,  hectic  day— stop 
i and  talk  with  God.”  Ten  of  our  students,,  as  a pilot  group,  have  shared  their  faith  by 

' participating  in  “The  John  Wesley  Great  Experiment.”  Students  share  their  faith  on 
deputation  teams  as  they  go  to  the  District  churches  to  present  a morning  or  evening 
service  of  worship,  speak  to  the  WSCS,  MYF,  Methodist  Men’s  Club,  or  be  of  service 
any  way  they  can.  The  adults  are  challenged  by  the  faith  of  the  students.  Already 
scheduled  for  this  year  are  35  deputation  teams. 

It  is  a devotion  to  God  when,  at  6:30  in  the  morning,  55  students  were  present 
for  the  Ihanksgiving  Communion  Service  and  48  students  for  the  Christmas  Commun- 
, ion  Service.  Some  came  as  early  as  4:30  to  help  get  things  ready  for  the  service.  A 
* student  said,  “The  communion  service  was  so  impressive  and  meaningful  to  me.  This 
is  the  first  time  I have  ever  partaken  of  our  Lord’s  sacrament.” 

It  can  be  seen  in  service  to  others,  taking  children  from  The  Methodist  Chil- 
1 dren’s  Home  for  trick  or  treat,  or  visiting  a nursing  home  to  present  a worship  serv- 
ice. An  elderly  lady  said,  “Being  unable  to  attend  church,  you  bring  church  to  us.” 

It  is  study  in  the  Christian  faith,  as  a “Moviecourse  in  Theology  for  the  Lay- 
man” is  presented  with  Dr.  Theodore  Runyon,  Emory  University,  as  the  film  lecturer 
on  the  doctrines  of  the  church.  At  our  Spring  Retreat,  Dr.  Mack  B.  Stokes,  Associate 
1 Dean,  Candler  School  of  Theoloar,  Emory  University,  will  speak  and  lead  discus- 
I sions  on  various  aspects  of  the  Christian  faith. 

It  is  an  inspiration  when  a former  student,  who  is  entering  the  ministry,  wrote; 
“Althou^  there  is  a great  opportunity  for  service  as  a layman,  I have  been  called  to 
I an  even  greater  service.  As  I work  in  His  church,  as  I come  to  know  Him  more  inti- 
mately, and  as  I survey  the  troubled  world  around  me,  I realize  that  I must  step  for- 
ward mi  offer  my  life  t©  help  make  this  world  a better  place  by  helping  others  to 
I know  Christ.”  We  have  5 boys  entering  the  ministry;  2 girls  for  the  mission  field; 

< and  1 ^rl  for  director  of  Christian  education.  The  other  students  realize  that  their 
vocation,  too,  can  be  a Christian  vocation  as  it  is  the  individual’s  total  response  to 
the  will  and  purpose  of  God  for  their  lives.

It  is  informal  fellowship  in  campus  activities  and  in  informal  conversation 
around  the  fireplace  or  a group  sinpng  around  the  piano. 

It  is  a continuing  fellowship  when  a former  student  writes:  “On  Sunday  morning

an  illuminated  manuscript,  said,  “This  benediction  means  so  much  to  me  because  it 
is  my  prayer  to  God,  and  it  is  what  our  Wesley  Foundation  means  to  me.’’

This  has  been  a very  interesting  and  varied  year.  From  the  start  of  the  school 
year,  until  now,  things  have  been  busy,  busy.  Our  students  have  been  active  in  the 
following  areas  of  work: 

CONFERENCES:  Delegates  from  N.  S.  C.  attended  the  Regional  Leadership 
Conference  in  Austin,  Texas.  Our  Wesley  Foundation  served  as  the  host  for  the  an- 
nual state  conference  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Student  Movement.  We  were  also 
the  host  group  for  the  Alexandria  District  Conference  and  had  a very  successful 
“Day  on  Campus’’  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  our  district. 

ECUMENICAL  INTERESTS;  Over  the  years,  we  have  cooperated  with  other 
religious  groups  on  campus,  but  this  year  such  cooperation  has  become  more  intense. 
In  the  fall,  the  Methodist  and  Baptist  boys  joined  forces  in  playing  a Charity  Bowl 
football  game,  in  order  to  help  underwrite  the  cost  of  a scholarship  for  a college  stu- 
dent. Our  team  played  the  P.  E.  Majors  Club.  Twice  weekly  Lutheran  services  are 
held  in  our  building.  This  has  been  going  on  for  the  last  four  years.  By  December  of 
1967  the  local  Lutheran  congregation  hopes  to  have  its  own  church  building. 

PROGRAM;  Our  program  outlook  has  changed  this  year.  We  have  a student-led 
discussion  each  Sunday  morning.  We  also  hold  a meeting  for  fellowship  before  church 
on  Sunday  evening,  as  well  as  a program  meeting  on  Wednesday  evening.  The  pro- 
gram meeting  on  Wednesday  starts  at  5:30  p.m.  with  supper,  cooked  by  students;  pro- 
gram, and  worship.  During  the  spring  semester,  we  are  experimenting  with  a coffee 
house  on  Friday  evening  between  10:00  p.m.  and  11:45  p.m. 

EDUCATION;  This  year,  we  have  studied  Bonhoeffer,  Jackson,  and  others  in 
an  effort  to  gain  understanding  of  the  Christian  task  in  the  world  today.  After  a few 
years  of  study.  Chaplain  Bob  Tatum  received  the  degree.  Master  of  Education  in 
Guidance,  Counseling,  and  Psychology  from  Northwestern.  This  past  fall  our  build- 
ing was  used  three  days  per  week  by  the  college  for  a classroom  for  87  young  men. 
Our  student  enrollment  at  N.S.C.  has  been  greater  than  ever  before  and  our  on-campus 
involvement  has  been  more  intense. 

We  continue  to  maintain  a high  rate  of  attendance  in  our  meetings.  As  new  areas 
of  work  are  added,  more  new  people  become  known  to  us.  We  are  thankful  to  the 
Woman’s  Society  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  their  support  and  interest  in  the 
work  at  Northwestern.

I It  is  traditional  for  institutions  and  individuals  to  cast  up  their  accounts,  take 
I inventory,  and  count  their  blessings  at  the  end  of  the  year.  At  Sager  Brown  School  we 
. find  that  our  blessings  have  far  outweighed  our  disappointments. 

I The  past  year  has  been  one  in  which  we  have  made  much  progress.  The  most 

* outstanding  achievement  for  the  year  was  the  completion  of  an  extensive  building 
1 prografn.  This  added  to  the  plant  four  new  buildings;  namely,  a combination  library- 
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kindergarten  classroom,  an  all-purpose  building,  a dining  hall,  and  a girls’  dormitory. 
Work  on  these  buildings  was  started  in  February,  1966,  and  completed  in  November. 

Along  with  the  building  program,  summer  activities  were  carried  on.  The  summer 
recreation  program  gave  the  children  the  opportunity  of  learning  to  swim,  to  cook,  to 
sew,  and  do  crafts  and  sports.  Some  of  the  children  attended  the  summer  Remedial 
Reading  Program  taught  in  parish  schools. 

The  experiences  of  packing,  moving,  and  living  under  crowded  conditions,  while 
the  old  buildings  were  demolished  were  well  accepted  by  the  children  and  workers. 
Moving  into  the  new  building  was  completed  in  November.  Each  dormitory  was  filled 
to  its  capacity. 

A week  of  staff  orientation  in  September  gave  inspiration  to  new  and  old  workers. 
Dr.  Berry  was  with  us  during  this  period  of  beginning  the  year.  Two  US-2’s  and  one 
deaconess  joined  the  staff.  Now  we  have  three  US-2’s  and  five  deaconesses. 

We  have  operated  this  year  with  a staff  of  20  persons  and  a total  enrollment  of 
165.  This  includes  Kindergarten  through  eighth  grade.  The  school  enrollment  increased 
this  year  with  both  day  students  and  boarding  students. 

The  ungraded  primary  program  progresses.  Last  year’s  reports  showed  progress 
for  the  experimental  ungraded  class.  In  September  the  total  primary  department  became 
a part  of  this  program.  There  are  3 teachers  and  51  children  taking  part.  We  have  set 
up  an  observation  schedule  for  teachers.  A guide  list  of  questions  for  specific  obser- 
vation is  used  so  that  this  can  be  a part  of  the  evaluation  for  the  program.  The  staff 
is  working  on  more  comprehensive  goals  and  on  curriculum  for  social  studies  and 
science.  We  plan  to  work  on  curriculum  for  all  areas  of  the  primary  and  hope  to  have 
it  ready  for  use  in  the  1967-68  school  year. 

Four  of  our  dormitory  students  will  complete  high  school  in  June,  and  one  of  our 
former  dormitory  students  is  attending  Paine  College  in  Augusta,  Georgia. 

This  year,  we  also  started  the  federal  lunch  and  the  milk  programs. 

This  year  brought  many  new  friends,  various  tour  groups,  former  students,  and 
interested  persons,  to  visit  our  campus.  These  new  friends  added  to  the  school  both 
moral  and  financial  support.  New  friends  bring  new  ideas,  new  enthusiasms,  and  a 
new  perspective.  We  are  grateful  for  the  old  friends  of  the  school,  without  whose 
counsel  and  support  such  institutions  as  ours  could  not  survive  and  serve  those 
children  who  have  such  a great  need  of  us. 

Our  facilities  provided  a meeting  place  for  the  New  Iberia  District  Career  Day 
Program  and  the  Ministers’  Retreat.  The  Lafayette  and  Thibodaux  Areas  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  held  their  meetings  on  our  campus  also.  Our  sohool 
provides  a meeting  place  for  the  local  church  WSCS  and  MYF  groups.  The  MYF  and 
WSCS  groups  added  to  the  Christmas  activities  by  providing  gifts  and  entertainment 
for  the  staff  and  children. 

There  is  a close  relationship  between  the  local  church  and  the  school.  With  the 
help  of  the  New  Iberia  District,  two  of  our  senior  MYF’ers  attended  the  Regional  MYF 
Workshop  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  in  Arkansas.  Two  others  of  the  MYF’ers  attended  the 
Louisiana  Conference  MYF  Institute  at  Gulfside  Assembly,  Waveland,  Mississippi. 

As  we  close  this  inventory,  we  pray  that  God  may  bless  those  who  even  in  the 
least  have  contributed  to  the  work  of  Sager  Brown  School. 
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BYLAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 

Womn'g  Society  of  Christian  Serwice 


The  Constitution  of  Conference  Societies  will  be  found  in  Constitution  and  By- 
laws of  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  I • Officers  and  Secretaries 

For  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  AND  SECRETARIES,  See  BYLAWS  OF  THE  CON- 
! FERENCE  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY,  Section  1 to  13  inclusive,  as  adopted  by  the  WOM- 
i AN’S  DIVISION. 


ARTICLE  II  — Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  as  Executive  Committee  of  the  conference  society 

composed  of  the  officers  and  secretaries;  all  members  of  the  Division  and  officers 
• and  secretaries  of  the  jurisdiction  society  residing  within  the  conference;  chairmen 
of  committees,  the  president  of  each  district  society,  the  retiring  conference  presi- 
dent, who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  the  Bishop  of  the  area  and  such  other  persons 
specifically  related  to  the  work  of  the  conference  society  as  the  society  may  deter- 
mine; and  the  following  ex-officio  members  who  shall  be  without  vote:  the  district 
treasurers,  the  district  secretaries  of  membership  cultivation,  and  the  wife  of  the 
1 resident  Bishop,  who  shall  be  an  honorary  vice-president.  A majority  shall  constitute 
a quorum.  Hie  Division  shall  provide  for  the  expense  of  Division  members  to  attend 
one  executive  meeting  a year  of  their  conference  society. 

This  committee  shall  be  the  coordinating  ^oup  for  the  total  educational  and 
promotional  program  in  the  conference,  and  shall  determine  the  officer  or  secretary  to 
be  responsible  for  publicity.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  officers  or  chairmen 
of  committees  of  the  society  shall  be  filled  hy  the  executive  committee  upon  the 
nomination  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  (See  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  con- 
ference of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  bylaws  in  regard  to  ad  interim  vacancies  of  the 
Guild.) 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an 
Administrative  Committee  of  seven  officers  and  secretaries  who  shall  meet  upon  the 
call  of  the  president,  to  transact  only  necessary  business  in  the  interim  between 
meetings  of  the  executive  committee.  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  presi- 
dent, wdio  shall  be  chairman,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secretary,  the  treas- 
urer, the  secretary  of  membership  cultivation,  and  two  other  members.  The  executive 
committee  shall  be  advised  immediately  of  business  transacted  by  the  administrative 
I committee. 

Section  3.  Three  years  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  of  a conference  office 
shall  constitute  a full  term  of  office. 

ARTICLE  III  - Committees 

Section  1.  The  conference  society  shall  provide  such  committees  as  the  needs 
require. 

Section  2.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  presi- 
! dent,  vice-president,  recording  secretary,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  rela- 
I tions,  membership  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  program  materials. 
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spiritual  life  cultivation,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  such  other  members  as  may  be 
needed.  The  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  annually. 

(b)  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  a program  of 
information  and  inspiration  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  composed 
of  the  conference  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  as  chairman,  the  chairman 
of  Christian  social  relations  for  the  conference  guild,  the  district  secretaries  of 
Christian  social  relations,  the  members  of  the  Section  of  Christian  social  relations 
of  the  Division  residing  within  the  conference  serving  as  members  ex-officio,  and 
such  co-opted  members  as  may  be  needed.  This  committee  shall  meet  annually  at  the 
time  and  place  authorized  by  the  conference  society.  It  shall  make  plans  and  bring 
recommendations  to  the  conference  society  for  the  strengthening  and  promotion  of  the 
total  program  of  Christian  social  relations  as  defined  in  the  constitution  and  bylaws. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Finance  composed  of  the  treasurer 
of  the  conference  society  as  chairman,  the  president,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  so- 
cial relations,  membership  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  supply 
work,  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild;  the  treasurers  of  the  district  societies  and  a lim- 
ited number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  soci- 
ety. This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the  chairman. 
It  shall  receive  an  annual  cultivation  budget  request  from  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
of  the  Conference. 

The  committee  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  societies  and  guilds  in  the  local 
churches  and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  as  to  conference  income  and  dis- 
bursements; local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  recommend  to  the  conference 
society  constructive  plans  for  securing  funds  for  conference  and  district  cultivation; 
and  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  conference  pledge  and  cultivation  budget 
and  recommend  it  for  approval. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  a chairman 
and  four  district  presidents.  The  district  members  shall  be  rotated  by  districts  as  set 
forth  in  the  Standing  Rules  No.  29  (Conference)  and  shall  serve  for  two  years.  When 
vacancies  occur  among  the  district  members  of  the  committee,  the  successor  in  of- 
fice shall  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

The  chairman  shall  be  a person  with  background  and  experience  in  the  woric  of 
the  Woman’s  Society,  who  has  served  as  a Conference  officer  and  shall  have  served 
as  a member  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  within  four  years  prior  to  her 
election.  She  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Wom- 
an’s Society  and  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  four 
years. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to  find  specially  qualified 
women  in  the  conference  who  may  serve  as  officers,  secretaries,  diairmen  of  com- 
mittees (except  those  committees  which  elect  their  chairman)  and  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations.  The  Committee  shall  submit  to  the  Conference  Society 
for  election  an  equal  number  of  nominations  for  each  office  (one  or  two).  Additional 
nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  School  of  Christian  Mission  with  a 
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dean,  elected  annually  by  the  eominittee,-  who  shall  also  serve  as  ehairman  of  the 
committee.  The  office  of  dean  shall  be  rotated  among  the  members  of  the  committee 
with  no  one  serving  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

; Other  members  of  the  committee  shall  be  the  president,  the  vice-president,  the 

secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  membership  cultivation,  laissioEaiy*'  edaca- 
' tion  and  service,  program  materials,  spiritual  life  cultivation,  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  executive  committee  of 
1 the  conference  society.  This  committee  shall  plan  and  promote  a Conference  School 
' of  Christian  Mission  which  shall  give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  the  Christian 
Church  through  an  integrated  program  of  missionary  education, 'Christian  social  rela- 
tions, spiritual  life  cultivation  and  program  building,  and  which  sh'ail  train-teadersbip 
for  the  promotion  of  the  total  program  of  the  Society  and  Guild.  ■ 

The  officers  and  secretaries  of  the  conference  society  and  the  chainaea  of  the 
conference  guild  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  attending  a Regional  School  of  Chris- 
tian Mission  annually  at  cooferenee  expense. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  of  vAich 
the  secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultivation  shall  serve  as  chairtsan.  Tfiis  committee 
J shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  re- 
search  develop  a clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  it  shall  pro- 
i'  mote  Christian  stewardship,  special  studies  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other 
devotional  materials.  This  committee  shall  make  recommendatioES  to  the  Executive 
i Committee  of  the  Conference  &ciety  regarding  resources  and  opportunities  which 
will  help  in  the  realization  of  the  purpose  of  the  society. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Constitution  atid  Bylaws  coasistiag 
of  five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  watch  all  proposed  legisla- 
tion and  call  attention  to  any  overlapping,  conflicting  or  unnecessary  items.  It  shall 
prepare  for  use  in  the  annual  report  a copy  of  the  Bylaws  adopted  by  the  Confereace, 
and  the  Standing  Rules  of  Order.  The  chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive 
committee. 

Section  9.  (a)  An  Advisory  Committee  for  Town  and  Country  Work,  whose 
chairman  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  set  up  to  help  in 
planning  and  interpreting  the  work  of  the  confereace  where  there  are  one  or  more 
church  and  community  workers.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  president  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society,  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service,  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Annual  Conference,  one  of  the  three  area  council  directors, 
the  chairman  of  the  Town  and  Country  Commission,  the  district  superintendents  of 
the  districts  in  which  church  and  community  workers  are  located,  and  one  or  more 
members-at"large.  The  executive  secretary  of  the  Town  and  Country  Bureau  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Committee.  Other  persons  may 
be  added  who  will  be  helpfiil  to  the  committee  in  line  with  the  recommendations  from 
the  Handbook  for  Advisory  Committee  for  Town  and  Country  Work.  l%iie  the  commit- 
tee may  make  recommendations,  the  actual  decision  as  to  the  area  in  which  the 
Church  and  Community  Worker  shall  serve  rests  with  the  Conference  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  church  and  commuaity  worker 
shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Committee  on  Town  and  Country  Work. 

(b)  There  shall  be  set  up  in  each  district  where  there  is  a church 
and  community  worker  a District  Advisory  Committee,  composed  of  the  members  of 
the  Conference  Advisory  Committee  residing  in  the  district,  one  or  more  ministers  of 
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churches  served  by  the  worker,  and  arjy  additional  members  which  the  Conference 
Advisory  Committee  suggests.  This  committee  shall  prepare  for,  plan  with,  and  guide 
the  worker  and  shall  recommend  annually  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  confer- 
ence the  advisability  of  continuing  the  work  for  another  year. 

Section  10.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Annual  Report  composed  of  the 
recording  secretary,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  president,  the  treasurer,  the  secre- 
tary of  membership  cultivation,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The 
committee  may  co-opt  one  additional  person.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to 
edit  and  publish  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  composed  of  three 
members,  the  chairman  of  which  shall  be  a conference  officer  or  secretary.  These 
members  shall  be  appointed  biennially  by  the  president,  who  shall  designate  the 
chairman.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  select  suitable  meeting  places  for 
Mid-Year  and  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  their  availability  one  year  in  advance  of  the  meeting.  Whenever  possible 
the  committee  shall  alternate  the  meetings  between  northern  and  southern  parts  of 
the  state. 


ARTICLE  IV  - Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  or  who 
are  actively  participating  members  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference, 
shall  be  elected  as  conference  officers  or  secretaries. 

The  officers  and  secretaries  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four  years. 
No  officer  or  secretary  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  mote  than  four  consecutive 
years. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  following  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  the  second  year  of  the  quadrennium:  a president,  a 
secretary  for  campus  ministry,  a secretary  of  missionary  personnel,  a secretary  of 
program  materials,  a secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultivation,  a secretary  of  supply 
work. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the  following  shall 
be  elected:  a vice-president,  a recording  secretary,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of  Chris- 
tian social  relations,  a secretary  of  membership  cultivation,  a secretary  of  mission- 
ary education  and  service. 

Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

(a)  Where  there  is  only  one  nominee,  the  election  shall  be  by  voice. 

Section  2.  Officers,  secretaries,  and  chairmen  of  committees  shall  take  office 
June  1st  after  their  election  or  appointment,  with  the  exception  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Program,  who  shall  take  office  immediately  after  her 
election.  The  outgoing  officers  shall  make  the  annual  report. 

Section  3.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  office  or  chairmen  of  committees 

of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee  upon  the  nomination  of  the 
committee  on  nominations. 
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Section  4.  At  the  last  annaal  meeting  of  the  qaadreiinium  the  society  shall 
elect  six  conference  officers  and  secretaries  for  membership  la  the  Jurisdiction  soci- 
-ety,  all  of  whom  serve  four  years. 

(a)  Three  of  these  officers  or  secretaries  shall  be  the  president,  the  treasurer 
and  the  secretary  of  membership  cultivation.  The  other  three  shall  be  elected 
name. 

(b)  If  and  'whea  vacancies  occur  during  the  qnadrennium  among  the  designated 
officers,  the  successor  in  the  office  shall  be  the  conference  representative. 

(c)  Four  reserve  delegates  from  the  conference  officers  shall  be  elected. 

(d)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  among  the  officers  elected  by  aame,  the  re- 
serve delegates,  in  the  order  elected,  shall  replace  them. 

(e)  Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  coostituting  election. 

Section  5.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  society  preceding  the  last 
annual  meeting  in  the  quadrenniom  of  the  jurisdiction  society,  the  conference  society 
shall  nominate  three  women  for  membersliip  on  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  names  to 
be  sent  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society.  The  Conference  Society  shall  also  nominate  one 
wonnaii  to  serve  as  alternate.  This  reserve  alternate  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  nominees  and  her  name  retained  by  the  Conference  society.  If  there  is 
need  to  substitute  the  name  of  the  alternate  when  there  has  been  withdrawal  by  a 
nominee,  the  name  of  the  alternate  shall  be  added  after  the  last  named  nominee. 

Section  6.  At  an  annual  or  executive  committee  meeting  of  the  conference  so- 
ciety, at  least  six  snonths  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates  to  the  Assembly  shaE 
be  elected  as  follows:  the  conference  president,  one  other  conference  officer  or  sec- 
retary, the  conference  secreta^  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  &iiM,  or  her  representative 
and  one  delegate  from  each  district.  (See  district  bylaws.  Article  I¥,  Elections, 
Section  4,  concerning  election  of  delegate.) 

ARTICLi  V-  Fynds 

Section  1.  The  conference  society  shall  make  an  annual,  pledge  to  the  Womaa’s 
Division. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  Division  on  a basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division.  There  shall  fee  no 
division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified,  shall  be  sent  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Division  throu^i  the  regular  channels. 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  “In  Semembraiice” 
gifts  are  a part  of  regular  pledges  on  appropriations  and  may  not  be  directed  by  the 
Conference  Society.  ^ 

Section  5.  Beginning  in  1%0—61  an  amount  ap  to  fifteen  per  cent  (15%)  of  the 
pledge  of  the  Woman’s  Division  may  be  set  aside  each  year  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
conference  society  for  cultivation  in  the  conference.  Expenses  of  officers,  speakers 
at  annual  meetings,  expenses  of  executive  committee  meetings,  expenses  of  dele- 
gates to  annual  meeting  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman’s  Society,  expenses  of  conference 
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delegates  to  the  Assembly,  expenses  for  promotional  and  educational  work  of  the 
conference  society  shall  be  paid  from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  monies  in  the  fund  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  over  the  amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry  on  the  con- 
ference work  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

There  shall  be  one  cultivation  fund  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  records  of  receipts  from  each  group  to  be  kept 
separate  on  the  treasurer’s  books. 

Section  6.  One-half  of  one  per  cent  per  adult  member  of  the  conference  society 
shall  be  sent  by  the  conference  treasurer  to  the  Woman’s  Division  for  the  Division 
Cultivation  Fund. 

Section  7.  The  offering  received  from  the  observance  of  a Call  to  Prayer  and 
Self  Denial  shall  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Division  through  regular  channels. 

Section  8.  All  orders  on  the  treasury  must  be  approved  by  the  Conference  Pres- 
ident and  Recording  Secretary. 


ARTICLE  VI  - Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  these  bylaws  may  be  made  by  majority  vote  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  provided  a thirty-day  notice  is  given  in 
writing  to  all  members  of  the  Division  by  the  executive  committee  or  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Division. 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  bylaws  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording  secretary  of 

the  Division  for  presentation  to  the  Division. 

Section  1 Additional  bylaws  may  be  jnade  and  amended  by  majority  vote  at 
any  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  provided 
a thirty-day  notice  is  given  in  writing  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  conference, 
or  to  the  standing  committee  on  Constitution  aid  Bylaws  and  provided  they  are  in 
harmony  with  the  Division  constitution  and  bylaws  for  the  Conference  Society.  Copies 
shall  be  made  for  distribution  to  delegates. 


STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

1.  Thirty  days  before  the  Annual  meeting  the  Conference  recording  secretary 
shall  send  to  the  president  of  each  society  in  the  conference  registration  cards, 
which  she  will  fill  in  with  the  names  of  the  delegates  and,  with  check  covering 
meals,  mail  immediately  to  the  chairman  of  Registration  in  the  society  entertaining 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  Representation  at  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Conference  shall  be  one  delegate 
for  each  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  society,  however  small, 
shall  have  one  delegate. 

3.  The  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of  the  following 
persons  who  have  the  privilege  of  voting:  the  executive  committee,  all  local  dele- 
gates, the  wife  of  the  resident  Bishop,  all  past  conference  presidents,  the  chairman 
of  the  Deaconess  Board,  all  district  officers  and  secretaries,  and  all  zone  leaders. 
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4.  The  hostess  society  for  the  AHEaal  Meeting  shall  provide  homes  for  the  Con- 
ference Executive  Conmittee  and  delegates  from  societies  with  20  members  or  less. 
Hotel  accommodations  shall  be  arranged  for  delegates  from  societies  with  more  than 
20  members,  the  expenses  to  be  paid  by  their  societies. 

5.  The  conference  shall  pay  expenses  of  the  conference  president,  the  record- 
ing secreta^,  the  treasurer  and  the  chairman  of  Annual  Meeting  Program  at  a hotel 
during  Annual  Meeting. 

i 6.  A half  hoar  of  each  forenoon  dating  the  Aanuai  Meeting  of  the  Conference 
; shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

7.  A typist  shall  be  supplied  at  the  Aanual  Meeting  for  the  typing  of  coriimlttee 
reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Program  shall  meet  daring  or  immediately^- 
1 following  the  Annuai  Meeting  to  consider  plans  for  the  next  Annaal  Meeting.  When- 
ever possible,  speakers  who  come  from  a distance  shall  be  secured  to  address  both 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  So-ciety  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

9.  The  president  may  attend  Ae  aanuai  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and 
i'  the  Beard  of  Missions  one  time  during  her  term  of  office  at  conference  expense. 

(Amended  Moreh  1967). 

10.  Each  officer  or  secretary  shall  submit  to  the  treasurer  itemized  statements 
covering  her  expenses.  These  expense  accoants  may  be  submitted  in  advance  of 
expenditures  or  afterwards. 

' 11.  Officers  ana  secretmes  shall  provide  postage  for  all  conioranications  such 

ii  as  circulars,  letters,  iiteratore,  etc.,  that  are  sent  to  corresponding  district  officers 
; aid  secretaries  for  mailing  to  local  societies. 

; 12.  It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service:  (a)  to 

'I  endorse  and  promote  throng  its  channels  plans  from  business  concerns  to  help  local 
\ societies  of  Christian  Service  to  make  profits  by  selling  their  products;  (b)  to  release 

■ the  lists  of  officers  to  any  organization  or  commercial  firm. 

|-  13.  Since  the  Woman’s  Society  has  a definite  responsibility  for  support  of  the 

program  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  the  Louisiana  Conference  wishes  to  point  oat  that 
■’  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  Woman’s  Society  officers  at  the  Conference  or  Dis- 
I trict  level  to  seek  contributions  from  the  Woman’s  Societies’  treasuries  for  the  sup- 
) port  of  projects  which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Annual  Coafereace  or  the  District 
' of  the  Church. 

14.  Transportation  by  car  for  conference  officers  on  official  business  shall  be 

■ allowed  five  cents  per  mile.  Car  pools  are  recommended  and  care  should  be  exercised 
I to  accommodate  four  persons  in  a car  whenever  possible.  When  conference  and  dis- 
I trict  officers  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 

Guild  and  other  riders  travel  together  in  a car,  each  person  should  share  is  the  ex- 
I penses  of  the  car;  the  conference  officer  charging  her  pro  rata  share  to  the  confer- 
ence, amd  the  district  officer  charging  hers  to  the  district,  and  the  other  riders 
' assuming  their  share  in  the  expenses  of  the  car. 

I IS.  A sum  not  to  exceed  $300.00  per  year  shall  be  ailow'ed  the  secretary  of 


Christian  Social  Relations  for  the  promotion  of  this  department  of  work  in  the  con- 
ference. 

16.  In  each  year  where  there  is  a surplus  from  Cultivation  Funds,  an  amount  up 
to  $300.00,  the  exact  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  shall 
be  set  aside  as  Designated  Funds  to  be  used  for  recruitment.  The  limit  to  the  fund 
shall  be  decided  by  the  Administrative  Committee. 

17.  An  amount  not  to  exceed  $3000.00  may  be  raised  on  the  local  level  by  free- 
will offerings  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  member  to  be  allocated  toward  the  salary  of 
a Youth  Worker  on  the  staff  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation. 

18.  When  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  executive  committee,  to  members 
of  their  immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  within  their  homes,  an  In-remem- 
brance  gift  of  $5.00  may  be  sent  as  a memorial. 

19.  When  persons  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  commissioned  as  Deacon- 
esses or  as  Missionaries,  a gift  of  $25.00  shall  be  presented  them  and  a Special 
Membership  given  in  their  honor.  (Amended  Morch  1967). 

20.  Expenses  of  two  cars  from  each  district  to  the  Conference  School  of  Chris- 
tian Mission  shall  be  paid  by  the  conference  from  the  point  where  car  pool  originates. 
The  district  shall  assume  expenses  of  persons  to  the  place  car  pool  originates. 

(Amended  March  1967). 

21.  A subsidy  of  $9.00  per  person  shall  be  paid  all  the  district  officers  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  conference  chairmen  of  lines  of 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  attending  and  meeting  the  requirements  of  work  of 
the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

22.  A Committee  on  journal  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the 
Annual  and  Executive  Committee  Meetings.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president  and  the  recording  secretary. 

23.  The  conference  recording  secretary  shall  have  printed  in  the  Annual  Report 
a mailing  list,  according  to  categories,  to  whom  the  Annual  Report  is  to  be  sent. 

24.  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leaving  the  seat  of 
the  Annual  Meeting.  Each  committee  shall  have  the  right  to  make  its  own  quorum. 
Expenses  for  an  annual  meeting  of  each  standing  committee  shall  be  allowed. 

25.  Each  district  in  which  a National  Division  Project  is  located  shall  have  a 
committee,  composed  of  the  District  Treasurer,  the  District  Secretary  of  Supply  vrork, 
and  the  District  Secretory  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  whose  duties  shall 
be  to  visit  such  projects  within  the  district  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  workers  em- 
ployed in  them.  (Amended  March  1967). 

26.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  shall  have  the  authority  to  in- 
corporate in  the  conference  and  district  bylaws  any  changes  made  by  the  Woman’s 
Division,  and  to  make  needed  editorial  changes.  (Amended  March  1967). 

V.  A conference-wide  one  day  training  school  for  district  officers  and  secre- 
taries shall  be  held  each  year  beginning  in  1965—1966,  if  finances  permit.  (Amertded 
March  1967). 
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28.  Rotation  of  district  presidents  for  membership  on  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations shall  be  as  follows:  Group  1-Lake  Charles,  New  Orleans,  Ruston,  Shreve- 
port; Group  2-Alexandria,  Baton  Rouge,  Lafayette,  Monroe.  (Amended  March  1967). 

29.  That  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Local  Society,  Dis- 
trict Society  or  Conference  Society,  or  the  disability  of  such  Treasurer  to  the  extent 
that  she  is  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office,  the  President  of  the  Local 
Society,  District  Society  or  Conference  Society  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the 
Administrative  committee  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  said  Society.  New 
Rule,  March  1966.  (Amended  March  1967). 


BYLAWS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

The  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  District  Societies  will  be  found  in  Constitution 
and  Bylaws  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 


ARTICLE  I — Officers  ond  Secretaries 

For  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  AND  SECRETARIES  SEE  BYLAWS  OF  THE 
DISTRICT  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY,  Section  1 to  13  inclusive  AS  ADOPTED  BY  THE 
WOMAN’S  DIVISION. 


ARTICLE  li  - ExecHtiv©  Committee 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  district  society  com- 
posed of  officers,  secretaries  and  chairmen  of  committees  of  the  district  society; 
zone  leaders;  members  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and  the  officers  and  secretaries  of 
the  jurisdiction  and  conference  societies  who  are  members  of  the  district  society; 
and  the  district  superintendent.  A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

This  committee  shall  meet  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  district  society,  shall 
consider  the  advance  plans  projected  by  the  conference  society,  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  district  society  for  carrying  forward  these  plans,  and  shall  determine  the 
officer  or  secretary  to  be  responsible  for  publicity.  Vacancies  ad  interim  in  offices 
or  chairmen  of  committees  of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee 
upon  the  nominations  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  members  an  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  of  seven  officers  and  secretaries  who,  shall  meet  upon  the  call 
of  the  president,  to  transact  only  necessary  business  in  the  interim  between  meetings 
of  the  executive  committee.  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  president,  who 
shall  be  chairman,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secretary,  the  treasurer,  the  sec- 
retary of  membership  cultivation,  and  two  other  members.  The  executive  cominittee 
shall  be  advised  immediately  of  business  transacted  by  the  administrative  committee. 


ARTICLE  III  - Committees 

Section  1.  The  district  society  shall  provide  such  committees  as  the  needs  may.' 
require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  conference  society. 

Section  2.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Prdgram  composed  of  the  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  recording  secretary,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  rela- 
tions, membership  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  program  materials. 
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spiritual  life  cultivation,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  such  other  members  as  may  be 
needed.  The  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  annually. 

(b)  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  a program  of  in- 
formation and  inspiration  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  at  the  meeting  of  the  District  Society.  (Amended  March  1%6). 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Finance  composed  of  the  treasurer  of 
the  district,  as  chairman,  the  president,  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations, 
membership  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  supply  work,  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  a limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  district  society.  This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call 
of  the  chairman.  It  shall  receive  an  annual  cultivation  budget  request  from  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  of  the  district. 

The  committee  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  societies  and  guilds  in  the  local 
churches  and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  as  to  district  income  and  disburse- 
ments, local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming  of 
the  district  pledge  and  cultivation  budget;  and  cooperate  with  the  conference  society 
in  promoting  and  supporting  the  total  financial  program  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  elected  in  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  district  society  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  find  specially  qualified 
women  in  the  district  who  may  serve  as  officers,  secretaries,  chairmen  of  committees, 
except  those  committees  which  elect  their  own  chairman,  and  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Nominations.  The  committee  shall  submit  these  nominations  to  the  district 
society  for  election. 

ARTICLi  IV  - Sections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  district,  or  vdio  are 
actively  participating  members  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall  be 
elfcted  as  district  officers  or  secretaries.  The  district  society  shall  determine  the 
method  of  election  of  its  officers. 

District  Officers  and  secretaries  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  two  years,  with 
the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office.  No  officer  or 
secretary  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive  years.  One  year 
or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  shall  constitute  a full  term,  with  the  privilege  of  re- 
election. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  offices  shall  be  di- 
vided into  two  groups,  with  the  election  of  one  group  each  year.  Group  number  one 
shall  be  composed  of:  a president,  a secretary  for  campus  ministry,  a secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations,  a secretary  of  program  materials,  a secretary  of  spiritual 
life  cultivation,  a secretary  of  supply  work.  Group  number  two  shall  be  composed  of; 
a vice-president,  a recording  secretary,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of  membership  culti- 
vation, a secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service,  a secretary  of  missionary 
personnel.  (Amended  March  1965). 

Section  2.  Officers,  secretaries  and  chairmen  of  committees  shall  take  office 
June  1st  after  their  election  or  appointment.  The  outgoing  officers  shall  make  the 
annual  report.  (Ameiided  March  1965). 

Section  3.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  chairmen  of  committees 
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of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee  upon  the  nomination  of  the 
committee  on  nominations. 

Section  4.  At  the  annual  executive  committee  meeting  at  least  six  months  pre- 
ceding the  Assembly,  one  delegate  shall  be  elected  from  each  district  by  the  district 
executive  committee,  who  shall  be  a district  officer  or  secretary.  The  expense  of  the 
district  representative  shall  be  paid  by  the  District. 

Section  5.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones,  according  to  their  size.  A 
leader  for  each  zone  shall  be  elected  by  her  respective  zone  for  a term  of  two  years 
with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term.  The  number  of  zone  meetings 
to  be  held  during  the  year  and  program  for  same  shall  be  determined  by  the  district 
executive  committee.  An  offering  may  be  taken  at  each  meeting.  The  leader  may  de- 
duct any  necessary  expense  of  the  meeting  before  remitting  to  the  district  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  V — Cultivation  Funds 

Section  1.  Each  district  shall  set  up  a fund  for  district  cultivation  and  ex- 
penses according  to  its  needs,  secured  through  a plan  recommended  by  the  conference 
Committee  on  Finance  and  approved  by  the  conference  society. 

(a)  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  district  cul- 
tivation an  amount  not  less  than  fifteen  cents  (15$)  nor  more  than  twenty-five  (25$) 
per  member,  to  be  remitted  to  the  district  treasurer,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by 

the  District  Committee  on  Finance. 

(b)  District  treasurers  shall  set  aside  funds  each  year  for  the  ex- 
penses of  a delegate  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  VI  — Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws 

Section  1.  (See  Article  6,  Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws,  Conference' 
Society.) 

Section  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  the  District  Woman’s 
Society  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Woman’s  Division  constitution  and  by- 
laws for  the  district  society. 


BYLAWS  OF  THE  LOCAL  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE  II  — Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  society  shall  be  composed  of  the 
officers,  secretaries,  chairmen  of  committees  and  circles,  the  representative  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Christian  Vocations;  the  president,  the  treasurer  and  the  co- 
ordinator of  each  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  the  local  church;  members  of 
the  Division  and  the  officers  and  secretaries  of  the  jurisdiction,  conference  and  dis- 
trict societies  who  are  members  of  the  society;  and  the  pastor.  A majority  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum. 

This  committee  shall  meet  once  a month  prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  the 
society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and  projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to 
the  society  for  action.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  in  chairmen  shall 
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be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  nominations  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an 
Administrative  Committee  of  seven,  who  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  president  to 
transact  only  necessary  business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  executive 
committee. 


ARTICLE  ill  - Committees  j 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  composed  t 
of  the  Secretary  of  Christian  social  relations,  as  chairman,  and  such  other  members 
as  the  society  shall  designate.  This  committee  shall  meet  regularly  and  study  com-  j 
munity,  national  and  world  issues  and  needs  of  concern  to  the  church.  The  committee  • 
shall  bring  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  society  for  its  I 
consideration  and  action.  Special  subcommittees  may  be  appointed  as  need  arises.  | 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Finance  composed  of  the  treasurer 
as  chairman,  the  president,  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  membership 
cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  supply  work,  the  chairman  of  local 
church  activities,  and  such  other  persons  as  the  society  shall  designate.  ' 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  prepare  the  total  budget  of  the  society 
for  approval  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  adoption  by  the  society.  This  budget 
shall  include  amounts  to  be  sent  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer  and  the 
amounts  to  be  expended  locally.  Officers,  secretaries  and  committees  of  the  society 
shall  present  all  anticipated  needs  for  funds  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the 
society  for  consideration  in  making  the  budget  to  be  recommended  to  the  society  for  I 
adoption.  All  funds  of  circles  are  a part  of  the  total  budget  of  the  society. 

Requests,  made  either  to  the  circles  or  to  the  society  for  funds  not  included  in 
the  budget  adopted,  shall  be  referred  by  the  society  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  I 
study  in  relation  to  the  total  financial  responsibility  of  the  society  and  for  recommen- 
dation to  the  society. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  bring  to  the  society  recommendations  and  plans 
for  securing  all  funds  to  be  spent  locally  or  channeled  to  the  district  or  conference 
treasurers.  (NOTE:  Funds  for  missionary  projects  shall  be  sent  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  district  or  con- 
ference treasurer.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings  may  be 
used  as  methods  of  securing  the  total  budget  of  the  society  in  the  local  church.  The 
monies,  which  must  be  sent  to  the  district  and/or  conference  treasurer  for  forwarding 
to  the  Woman’s  Division,  include  bequests  and  devises  to  local  societies  from  dece- 
dent estates  which  are  designated  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  donor  for  home  and/or 
foreign  missions.)  ■ ■ , . . 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Local  Church  Activities  composed  of 
the  chairman  of  the  local  church  activities,  as  chairman,  the  treasurer,  the  secretary 
of  the  membership  cultivation,  and  such  other  members  as  the  society  shall  desig- 
nate. The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  recommending  and  coordinating  fellow- 
ship activities  of  the  society  in  the  local  church.  It  shall  recommend  activities  and 
needs  in  line  with  the  responsibilities  of  the  society.  As  the  need  arises,  it  shall 
work  with  the  minister  and  local  church  committees  in  making  plans  for  fellowship 
activities.  It  shall  refer  items  related  to  finance  to  the  Committee  on;  Finance  for  : 
consideration  and  recommendation  to  the  society. 
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Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Membership  composed  of  the  secre- 
tary of  membership  cultivation,  as  chairman,  the  secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultiva- 
tion, representation  from  each  of  the  circles  and  such  other  members  as  the  society 
shall  designate.  This  may  be  a joint  committee  with  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  In 
this  instance,  the  committee  shall  have  co-chairmen. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  frequent  surveys  of  the  women  in 
the  community.  It  shall  make  definite  recommendations  to  the  society  regarding  plans 
for  meeting  responsibility  in  the  enlistment  of  women  in  the  life  and  work  of  the 
church.  It  shall  plan  creatively  for  the  involvement  of  women  in  the  fellowship  of 
study,  service  and  action  of  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such 
relationship  with  new  members  of  the  society  as  will  enlist  their  eager  participation 
in  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The  committee  shall  seek  to 
interpret  the  place  and  responsibility  of  women  in  the  local  church.  The  committee 
shall  cooperate  in  the  total  program  of  evangelism  and  membership  cultivation  of  the 
local  church. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  responsible  for  the  pres- 
entation of  nominations  for  officers,  secretaries,  chairmen  of  committees,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured 
before  presenting  names.  The  committee  shall  make  nominations  to  fill  vacancies 
which  occur  ad  interim. 

The  committee  shall  nominate  a representative  from  the  society  to  serve  on  the 
Committee  on  Christian  Vocations  of  the  church,  or  to  work  with  the  secretary  of 
Christian  vocations  where  the  committee  does  not  exist.  The  nominations  shall  be 
given  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  church  and  the  election  shall  take 
place  in  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  church. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the  vice- 
president  as  chairman,  the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  membership  cul- 
tivation, missionary  education  and  service,  program  materials,  and  spiritual  life 
cultivation.  Additional  members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee if  the  society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  make  recommendations  to  the  society  for  the  total 
program  of  study  and  action  of  the  society  and  give  guidance  to  the  implementation 
of  these  plans. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Publicity  composed  of  the  recording 
secretary  and  such  other  members  as  the  society  shall  designate.  The  committee 
shall  send  to  the  church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings 
of  the  society,  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to  society 
meetings,  programs  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge  of  printing  and 
stationery. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  of  which 
the  secretary  of  spiritual  life  cultivation  shall  serve  as  chairman,  with  the  secretary 
of  membership  cultivation  and  such  other  members  as  the  society  may  designate.  This 
committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by 
pray'erful  research  develop  a clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living; 
it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional 
materials.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  society  regarding  resources  and  opportunities  which  will  help  in  the  realization 
of  the  purpose  of  the  society. 
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ARTICLE  IV  — Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  time  all  officers  and  secretaries  are  elected,  the  society  shall 
elect,  for  a three-year  term,  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  three  to  five 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  chairman  by  the  society.  The  member  of  the 
committee  who  is  elected  chairman  shall  serve  as  chairman  no  more  than  one  year 
and,  while  serving  in  this  capacity,  she  shall  be  a member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Membership  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  divided  into  classes  with 
no  member  serving  more  than  three  consecutive  years. 

Section  2.  At  the  time  of  the  election  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  pre- 
sent, for  the  ensuing  term,  nominations  of  all  officers  and  secretaries,  the  chairmen 
of  the  committees,  and  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor.  Elections 
may  be  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 

Section  4.  A majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected  shall  as- 
sume their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  5.  No  officer  or  secretary  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years.  (Amended  March  1967). 

Section  6.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  among  the  chairmen 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Committee 
on  Nominations. 


ARTICLE  V - Meetings 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  society  during  a 
month.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and  successful 
promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  women.  One  regular  meeting  of 
the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecration  of  the  plans,  programs  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  year.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  bring  a report  and  an  elec- 
tion shall  be  conducted  for  the  officers,  secretaries  and  chairmen.  Annual  reports 
shall  be  given  and  installation  held  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

Section  2.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles  which  shall  meet 
once  a month  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of  the  plans  and  program  of  the  society. 
Membership  in  circles  shall  be  revolving,  subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel 
(annually  or  biennially)  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  3.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  a worship,  reports  of  officers, 
secretaries  and  chairmen  of  committees,  and  a program  presenting  the  total  work  of 
the  society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation  agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  4.  A special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  president  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special  meetings  no  business  shall 
be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Section  5.  The  president  may  call  a special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee to  consider  business  of  importance. 
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AiTICLl  VI  - AawdiBSRfs  md  Additisnal  lyiows 

Sectioa  1.  Ameniiaents  to  these  bylaws  may  te  made  by  majority  vote  at  aay 
annual  meeting  of  the  Divisioa,  provided  a tfeirty-day  notice  is  ^ven  ia  writing  to  all 
members  of  the  Division  by  the  Executive  Committee  or  % the  Committee  on  CoBSti- 
tutioffl  and  %laws  ©f  the  Divisisa. 

Proposed  amendsnests  to  these  bylaws  shall  be  seat  to  the  recording  secretary 
of  the  Divisioa  for  presentation  to  the  Division. 

Section  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  ameaded  by  the  society  provided 
thgf  are  ia  harmony  with  the  Divisioa  eonstitutioa  aed  '^laws  for  the  society  in  the 
local  church.

3.  In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  a delegate  to  the  Aacaai 
‘ Meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  that  society  may  elect  its  zone 

leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  may  also  assist  in  paying  her  expenses. 

4.  Oae-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  society  shall  coastitate  a qaomm  for  the 
elecrtioJi  of  officers. 

5.  The  president  4sf  tfie  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  calling  of  an  Execu- 
tive meeting  the  last  of  each  period,  at  which  time  the  reports  should  be  made  out 
and  mailed  to  the  District  officers. 

6.  The  treasurer  of  each  local  society  shall  send  a copy  of  the  total  budget  to 
i the  district  treasurer  not  later  than  July  15.

[ less  than  fifteen  cents  (IS#)  nor  more  than  twenty- five  cents  (25#)  per  member  for

9.  A report  presenting  a!!  resolutions  and  plans  adopted  should  be  made  % 
i the  delegates  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  society  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Con- 
t ference  Society. 

10.  All  monies  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  except 
I those  designated  for  local  work,  shall  be  sent  to  the  District  treasurer  to  fee  chan- 
neled by  her  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

I 11.  All  appeals  for  funds  outside  the  institutions  and  agencies  of  the  Woman’s 

Division  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  before  being  presented  to  the 
i Society. 
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12.  District,  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officers  shall  be  menibers  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  their  local  societies. 

13.  A contribution  of  25^  per  member  may  be  sent  annually  through  regular 
channels  for  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation.

3.  that  there  be  small  groups  made  up  of  inter-denominational  and  employed 
women  on  all  levels  participating  in  the  preparation  for  the  Ecumenical 
Assembly  of  Church  Women, 

4.  and  encourage  participation  in  the  World  Understanding  Workshops, 

5.  that  small  study  groups  be  initiated  and  members  participate  in  using  the 
new  Adult  Curriculum  “Foundation  Studies  in  Christian  Faith.” 

The  Recommendations  from  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  were  then  read:

6.  That  each  local  Guild  continue  to  include  in  its  budget  a Supplementary 
Gift  for  MacDonell  Center  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Guild  Committee  for  l%6-67. 

7.  That  our  Supply  Work  askings  be  accepted  and  met  before  consideration  is 
given  by  members  for  offerings  for  other  projects. 

8.  That  the  local  secretaries  send  the  lists  of  newly-elected  officers  (on  forms 
provided),  immediately  after  their  election  in  February,  to  the  district  secre- 
taries, and  that  the  district  secretaries  send  the  lists  of  newly-elected 
district  officers  and  local  presidents  (on  forms  provided)  to  the  conference 
secretary  before  April  15th.

1966,  be  dispensed  with,  and  that  they  be  adopted  as  approved  by  the  Journal  Com- 
mittee. Carried. 

A letter  from  Mrs.  George  Thomas  was  read.  She  thanked  the  committee  for 
honoring  her  with  a gift  to  missions  at  the  Fifteenth  Annual  session,  and  she  ex- 
pressed her  appreciation  for  the  opportunity  of  working  with  the  Committee  for  four 
years.  A note  was  read  from  Miss  Elizabeth  Lowrey  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Langford  in 
regard  to  the  delivery  of  the  file  of  GUILD  TIMES  to  the  library  of  Centenary  College 
for  Miss  Jerry  Beck.  A card  was  read  from  the  Centenary  library  signed  by  Mr.  Charles 
Harington,  librarian,  acknowledging  receipt  of  the  gift  of  the  file  of  GUILD  TIMES. 

Miss  Evans  presented  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  President  of  the  Woman’s  Division; 
Mrs.  Alfred  Knox  of  LOUISIANA  METHODIST;  and  the  following  Woman’s  Society 
members  of  the  Guild  Committee:  Mrs.  McGowan,  Mrs.  Dameron,  and  Mrs.  Gallaher. 

Miss  Evans  read  from  a communication  from  Mrs.  Sally  Lewis,  Jurisdiction  Guild 
Chairman  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  announcing  a Mission  Seminar  to  be 
held  at  Holding  Institute,  Laredo,  Texas,  on  March  31,  April  1,  2,  1967.  She  also  read 
an  appeal  fron  Mrs.  John  Howe  for  a woman  to  volunteer  to  help  at  MacDonell  Methodist 
Center  in  Dulac.  Also  presented  was  the  tentative  outline  of  the  program  for  the  Joint 
Meeting  of  Jurisdiction  and  Conference  officers  to  be  held  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  May  5-7, 

1967.  All  regular  conference  officers  may  attend  this  session. 

Forms  for  reporting  names  and  addresses  of  district  officers  and  local  presidents 
were  distributed  by  the  Recording  Secretary  to  the  District  Secretaries. 

Miss  Evans  appointed  the  following  committees:  Journal:  Miss  Dunbar  and  Miss

Miss  Lawson,  Program 'Chairman,  presented  the  program  for  the  weekend  and 
commended  all  local  workers  and  the  chairman  on  publicity. 

Miss  Carter-was  called  on  for  a report  on  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES.  She  in 
turn  called  on  Miss  Tyler  to  present  publicity  plans  for  the  promotion  of  the  publi- 
cation. Packets  were  distributed  to  the  District  Secretaries  with  forms  and  in- 
structions. The  District  Secretaries  and  Chairman  of  Program  Materials  in  each  district 
were  asked  to  promote  subscriptions  with  June  1 as  a deadline.

Miss  Lowrey,  Chairman  of  Nominations,  presented  the  following  nominations: 
For  delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  June  23-25;  Miss  Tate 
and  Mrs.  Spell;  alternates:  Mrs.  Steere  and  Mrs.  Mainous. 
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Organization  of  two  new  Guild  units  was  announced:  Claiborne  Methodist  Church 
in  West  Monroe  and  Jonesville  Church  in  Alexandria  District. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  reports  of  conference  chairmen  in  the  packets. 

Mrs.  McGowan  spoke  briefly  of  her  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  Woman’s  Di- 
vision and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  commented  upon  the  dedication  of  the  men  and 
women  in  those  responsibilities.  She  announced  that  the  Regional  School  of  Christian 
Mission  will  be  ia  Dallas,  June  19-23,  and  that  there  can  be  no  substitutes  for  con- 
ference officers  and  chairmen.  She  also  announced  tliat  a series  of  World  Understanding 
Workshops  will  be  held  this  year,  one  in  Baton  Rouge,  April  4 and  5.  Mrs.  Mainous 
moved  that  the  Conference  Guild  pay  the  expenses  of  a Guild  person  in  the  line  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  to  attend  this  Workshop.  Carried. 

The  Committee  was  very  proud  to  have  Mrs.  Laskey  present.  She  spoke  about 
meetings  being  held  throughout  the  country  studying  the  structure  of  the  Jurisdiction 
and  other  levels  of  the  church. 

After  prayer  by  Miss  Tyler,  the  Committee  adjourned  until  8:00  A.M.  Saturday.

BYLAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFiRENCE 


The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

ARTICLE  1 - Name 

With  the  Louisiana  Confeence  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  there  shall 
he  for  employed  women  a Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

ARTICLE  II  - Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  he  to  plan  and  di- 
rect the  work  of  the  Guild  within  the  conference  in  accordance  with  the  constitution 
and  bylaws  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

ARTICLE  III  — Membership 

The  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  the  Officers  and  Chairmen 
of  Lines  of  Work  in  each  district,  and  the  elected  delegates  from  local  Guild  units 
shall  _be  members  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  membership  shall 
constitute  the  voting  body  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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Article  IV— Officers  and  Their  Buiics 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  a Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  who  shall 
ijc  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Conference  Guild.  There  shall  be  a Recording  Secre- 
tary. 

SECTION  2.  These  officers  shall  lie  elected  from  the  membership  of  the  Wesleyan 
r Service  Guild  within  the  conference. 

SECTION  3.  (a)  The  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  conference  Guild  and  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Cominittee  of  the 
t Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  conference.  She  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  GuikI 
. within  the  conference;  receive  reports  from  district  secretaries  of  the  Guild;  report 
annually  to  the  Womaii’.s  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  conference  and.  to  the 
jurisdiction  secretary  of  the  Guild.  In  accordance  with  the  pattern  of  the  Woman’s 
■ Division  she  shall  report  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of 
the  Division.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  of  meetings  of  the  conference 
Guild;  and  shall  represent  the  Guild  and  present  its  interests  at  the  meetings  of 
the  conference  Society,  of  which  she  shall  be  an  official  member.  She  shall  attend, 
as  far  as  possible,  district  meetings  of  the  Guild  and  shall  be  a member  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  conference  Society.  She  shall  present  a budget  to  the  committee 
on  Finance  of  the  conference  Society.. 

(b)  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  conference  meetings 
i.  and  perform  su.ch  other  duties  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  conference  Guild. 


ARTICLE  ¥ — Commiltees  and  Their  Duties 

S.ECTION  1.  There  shall  be  a Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  com- 
posed of  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chairmen  of  .Lines  of 
' Work,  the  District  Secretaries,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  the 

1,!  Guild  Editor,  the  President,  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary  of  Membership  Cultivation, 

''  and  two  other  members  of  tiie  Woman’s  Society  to  be  elected  by  the  Conference 

Guild;  members  of  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction  committees  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  residing  in  the  Conference;  and  such  co-opted  members  as  the  work  demands. 

SECTION  2.  The  Cominittee  of  the  ‘Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  Conference 
shall  assist  in  the  planning  of  the  work  of  the  Guild  within  the  Conference.  Chairmen 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation,  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
Christian  Social  Relations,  Supply  W'ork,  and  Program  Materials  shall  be  elected.

SECTION  4.  There  .shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  five  mem- 
; bers  whose  duty  shall  be  to  present  nominations  of  all  officers,  Chairmen  of  Lines  of 

I Work,  and  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

SECTION  5.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  ap- 
pointed  by  the  Conference  Secretary.  The  Conference  Secretary  and  the  Recording 
I Secretary  shall  -be  members  of  this  Committee. 

SECTION  6.  There  shall  be  within  the  Conference  Guild  Cominittee  a Budget 
Committee.  The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Conference  President,  the 
Conference  Treasurer,  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  ,1*0 
other  Guild  members  appointed  by  the  Conference  Secretary.  '.  y” 

SECTION  7.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Program  composed  of  the'.Cosi-' 
I ference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Lines  of  Work,  the 

li  Guild  Editor  of  Christian  Service  Times,  anti  the  District  Secretary  of  the  tiistrict  in 

which  the  meeting  is  being  held. 

(b)  Annually  at  the  Spring  Meeting  the  Committee  on  Program  shall  naiiis 
I,  the  chairman  for  each  meeting  of  the  .succeeding  calendar  year. 
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ARTICLE  VI  - Elections 


SECTION  1.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the 
Chairmen  of  Lines  of  Work,  the  two  representatives  of  the  Conference  Woman’s 
Society,  and  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  elected  by  the  Conference  Guild 
in  regular  meeting.  Elections  shall  be  biennially.  A term  of  office  shall  be  four  years, 
and  no  officer  or  chairman  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive 
years. 

(b)  So  that  all  vacancies  shall  not  occur  within  the  same  year,  the  follow- 
ing pattern  shall  be  the  rule  in  the  election  of  officers:  at  the  second  year  of  the 
quadrennium  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation, 
the  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  three  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations,  and  one  Woman’s  Society  member-at-large  shall  be  elected. 

(t)  .Al  the  loiirih  year  (»!  the  (|ua<lren!iiiiiii  the  Recording  .Secretary,  the 
(Jiairmun  of  Missionary  Educalion,  the  Chairman  of  Supply  Work,  the  Chairman  of 
Program  Materials,  two  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  and  one  Woman’s 
Sociciy  mcniber-at-large  shall  be  clecletl. 

SE(  I ION  2.  \'acancies  occurring  ad  iiileriiii  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of 
ilu'  term  invftivetl  by  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee. 

SE(  I ION  S.  The  election  of  the  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Guild  shall  be  con- 
lirmet!  by  the  conference  Woman's  .Society. 

SEC!  ION  -f.  Klectttms  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  an  election. 
When  there  is  only  one  canditiate  for  an  office,  the  election  may  be  by  voice. 

SECTION  .").  Officers  shall  assume  office  June  1st  after  their  election  or  appoint- 
ment. rite  out-going  officers  shall  make  the  necessary  reports. 

SEC  I ION  ().  I hree  or  more  years  of  an  unexpired  tenn  of  a fionfercnce  officer 
shall  be  tonsidered  a full  term. 

ARTICLE  VII  - Meetings 

SEC  riON  I.  1 heie  shall  be  an  annual  Spring  Meeting  of  the  conference  Wesleyan 
Service  (.iiild,  where  reports  shall  be  received  and  necessary  business  transacted.  All 
legulai  elections  will  be  held  at  this  Spring  Meeting. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Guild  Weekend  meeting,  dates  to  be 
deicriniiicd  by  the  conference  Committee.  All  necessary  business  may  be  transacted  at 
this  annual  Weekend. 

SEC  I ION  .H.  rile  annual  Spring  Meeting  and  the  annual  Gtiild  Weekend  are 
designated  as  tegular  hu.siness  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII  — Amendments 

SEC  1 ION  I.  Amendments  to  these  bylaws  pertaining  only  to  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference may  be  made  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  conference,  provided  the  proposed 
amendments  shall  be  sent  to  the  Committee  of  the  Conference  Guild  thirty  days  before 
the  annual  meeting,  and  the  Committee  has  had  an  opportunity  to  approve  the 
proposed  amendments  before  they  are  submitted  to  the  membership. 

SECTION  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Wesleyan  .Service  Guild  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Woman’s 
Division  Constitution  and  bvlaws  for  the  Conference  Guild. 


STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

RULE  1.  .At  the  .Annual  Spring  Meeting  and  the  Guild  VA'eekend  there  .shall 
be  one  voting  delegate  for  eacli  20  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  in  each  local 
unit.  Each  unit  shall  have  at  least  one  voting  delegate. 
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RULK  2.  (a)  CaiiileictKe  Guild  Coiiiniittee  Meetings.  Iheie  shall  be  at  least 

two  iiieeiings  of  the  Gonfcreiite  Ciuild  Committee  each  year.  One  of  these  shall  be 
in  connetiion  with  the  annual  .Spring  Meeting.  The  other  shall  be  a mid-year  meet- 
ing. tlie  dale  lo  be  tiesigiialccl  by  the  Administrative  Committee. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a program  of  irainitig  in  Ciuilti  work  within  each  dis- 
trie!,  lo  be  tlirected  by  the  district  Guild  committee. 

RULE  3.  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES;  (a)  I'he  Wesleyan  .Service  Guild 
shaH.  in  co-operation  with  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  .Service,  publish  a news- 
paper ftn'  promotitjii  of  Conference  work. 

(Ij)  For  the  piiblitaiion  of  this  paper,  there  shall  be  a Committee  com- 
po.sed  «>f  the  Editor,  who  shall  be  the  Chairman,  two  Assistant  Editors,  and  a Circu- 
lation Manager.  The  Editors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  President  of 
the  W’oman’s  .Society,  after  consultation  with  the  Qmference  Secretary  of  the  Wes- 
leyan .Service  Guild.  One  Assistant  Editor  shall  be  a member  of  the  Woman’s  Society 

and  one  a member  of  the  W’esleyan  Service  Guild,  each  selected  after  consultation 
with  the  Editor.  The  Circulation  Manager  .shall  be  appointed  by  the  Editor. 

RULE  4.  Coininillee  on  Nuniinations:  (a)  The  Committee  on  Nominations 
shall  l>e  elected  by  the  Conference  Guild. 

(h)  Three  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  during  the  second 
year  of  the  quadrennium  and  two  members  during  the  fourth  year  of  the  quad- 
rennium. 

(t)  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  second  and 
fourth  years  of  the  quadrennium  from  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
lioiis  by  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

RULE  ."k  a Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  at  each  meeting  to  review 
line  minutes  of  the  Recording  Secretary  before  they  are  mailed  out  to  the  membeis 

of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  Such  mailing  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  possible 
after  each  meeting. 

RULE  6.  The  two  elected  delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  shall  be 
Guild  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

RULE  7.  Finances:  (a)  Expenses  of  the  Annual  Spring  Meeting  shall  be  paid 
from  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  This  includes  expenses  of  the  members  of 
the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

(b)  Expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  to  the 
mid-year  meeting  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  shall  be  paid  from  the  Con- 
ference Cultivation  Fund. 

(c)  Expenses  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  the 
(Jiairnien  of  Lines  of  Work,  and  co-opted  Guild  members  of  the  Conference  Guild 
Committee,  to  the  Conference  Guild  Weekend  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference 
Cultivation  Fund. 

(d)  Expenses  of  the  District  Secretaries  to  the  Conference  Guild  Weekend 
shall  lie  paid  from  District  Cultivation  Funds. 

(e)  Expenses  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  the  Recording  Secretary,  and 
the  Chairmen  of  Lines  of  Work  who  attend  the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  and 
the  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultiva- 
tion Fund.  If  four  or  fewer  of  this  group  attend,  travel  shall  be  in  one  ar,  and  5^ 
per  mile  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  If  five  or  more  persons 
make  up  the  official  delegation,  the  expenses  of  two  cars  at  5^  per  mile  each  car 
shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  Travel  to  and  from  the  place 
of  meeting  of  an  official  car  shall  be  paid  by  the  Conference.  If  any  designated 
person  elects  to  travel  by  means  other  than  above,  she  shall  do  so  at  her  own  expense. 

(f)  Expenses  of  the  two  elected  delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend 
shall  I)c  paid  from  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  The  two  elected  delegates  shall 
travel  in  one  car  with  an  allowed  expense  of  five  cents  per  mile.  If  they  elect  to 
travel  in  .separate  cars,  they  shall  prorate  the  allowed  expense  of  five  cents  per  mile, 
or  two  and  one-half  cents  per  mile  per  car. 
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(g)  Transportation  by  car  for  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee 
on  official  business  within  the  Conference  shall  be  allowed  at  five  cents  per  mile. 
Car  pool.s  are  recommended  and  care  should  be  exercised  to  accommodate  four  per- 
sons in  a car  whenever  possible.  When  conference  and  district  officers  of  the  Wes- 
Icvaii  .Service  Guild  and  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  other  riders 
travel  together  in  a car,  each  person  should  share  in  the  expense  of  the  car,  the  con- 
ference officer  charging  her  pro-rata  share  to  the  conference,  and  the  district  officer 
charging  hers  to  the  district,  and  the  other  riders  assuming  their  share  in  the  ex- 
penses of  the  car. 

(h)  .All  expense  accounts  shall  be  approved  by  the  Conference  Secretary. 

(i)  All  funds  over  anti  above  expenses  at  any  conference  meeting,  with 
the  exception  of  special  offerings,  shall  be  directed  to  Conference  Cultivation  Fund. 

(j)  The  Conference  Trea.surer  shall  distribute  all  funds. 


RULE  8.  Cultivation  Fund:  The  district  cultivation  fund  shall  be  on  the  basis 
of  30^  per  member. 

RULE  9.  The  Committee  on  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  shall  have  the  authority 
to  incorporate  into  the  Conference  and  District  Bylaws  any  changes  made  by  the 
Woman’s  Division,  and  to  make  needed  editorial  changes. 

RULE  10.  When  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Com- 
mittee, to  members  of  their  immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  within  their 
homes,  an  “In  Remembrance  Gift”  of  $5.00  shall  be  sent  as  a memorial. 
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
